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REPORT OF NATICK PARK DEPARTMENT 


The members organized with John Duguid, Chairman; John F. 
Mitchell, Clerk, and with considerable debate accepted the resignation 
of Robert McGorum, former Chairman of the Board. 

We recommended the appointment of Albert J. Wright for Com- 
missioner, to fill the vacancy of Mr. McGorum, which was accepted 
and the appointment was made with the Board of Selectmen. 

We found our greatest troubles through the Park Land surround- 
ing Dug Pond, where everybody seemed to think that it was a free 
dumping ground for all sorts of refuse matter along the roadways. 
The “Liberty Cottage” which stood in the Town Park was almost pulled 
to pieces by vandals, and the enclosures at the bathing beach were 
mutilated and falling in. We removed the “Liberty Cottage” and with 
the use of the enclosure at the women’s beach and the remains of the 
“Cottage” we have constructed quite a decent bathhouse for the women 
and patched up the old enclosure for the men. We have bushed out 
nearly all the undergrowth through the Town Park and hope this will 
eliminate some of the dumping of refuse which principally came from 
stores and markets. 

With the assistance of Mr. “Pooch” Donovan and Mr. “Keene” 
Fitzpatrick we went over the plot of land at our Town Home, donated 
by the late Timothy Coolidge as an Athletic Field, and placed stakes 
under their guidance as to the size necessary for any future develop- 
ment of an up-to-date Athletic Field. 

Weare placing new life buoys around the shores of Dug Pond and 
the Charles River and also frames to protect them from the weather. 
These life buoys were purchased by us from the National Red Cross at 
Washington, D. C., through the efforts of Mr. D. E. Tyler of the local 
branch of Natick Red Cross to whom we express our thanks.

The Brown Tail Moth is very scarce in our town as we can cope 
with them easily now we have got them under control. I am informed 
that they are plentiful in sections of the western part of the state where 
they were neglected for a short time which shows what neglect will do.

SPECIAL REPORT ON THE NATHAN RICE SCHOOL 


As a matter of record we are submitting this special report on the 
Nathan Rice School, together with reports of J. R. Worcester & Co., 
Monks & Johnson and representatives of the Commonwealth, which led 
up to the closing of the building and reinforcing of same; also two 
letters received since the work was completed, one from J. R. Wor- 
cester & Co., the School Committee’s consulting engineers, and the other 
from Joslin & Landry, the contractors on the work. 

It will no doubt be of more or less general interest to many of our 
citizens to know that when the High School was being built the firm 
of J. R. Worcester & Co. was consulted on foundation and structural 
problems by the architect for the Committee. In passing it might be 
well to state that the firm of J. R. Worcester & Co. specialize in con- 
sulting structural work and stand very high with all members of the 
engineering profession, architects, municipalities throughout the State 
and the Commonwealth itself. They do not cover the entire field of 
engineering which includes heating, sanitation, ventilation, electrical, 
etc., but are known far and wide as experts on foundation and structural 
work, 

Few men, even in the engineering profession would have the tem- 
erity to question a report rendered by this firm, but “where angels fear 
to tread fools rush in” is an old and very true saying, and has special 
application to some of the outstanding critics of the action taken by this 
Committee in closing the Nathan Rice School for four weeks rather 
than gamble on the lives of over one hundred and sixty of our children. 
We wonder what would have been the result to the School Committee 
as a whole if any of the children in this school were killed or injured 
by reason of a collapse of any part of the building? We are not speak- 
ing now of the legal aspect of such a contingency but the just wrath of 
every citizen of the town. We were told that the building was not safe 
by two firms of engineers. On the other hand, we were told by the 
State’s representatives that the building was not unsafe. 
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We had to choose between these opinions. Had we accepted that 
of the State, the fact would still remain that two other highly com- 
petent engineering concerns had issued notes of warning to us. The 
obligation to see that our schools are kept in a reasonably safe condi- 
tion rests solely on the School Committee. We did not believe that this 
responsibility could be shifted to others. We therefore in self-pro- 
tection as well as for the best interests of the children in the Nathan 
Rice School, their parents, and the good name of the town in general 
closed the building. 

Our action was warranted by the facts, easily obtainable if desired 
by our critics in the form of reports and blueprints pointing out the 
structural defects of the building, but unfortunately criticism is not 
always based on facts. “What we know about things that we know 
nothing about, is the most remarkable part of our mental equipment 
and our education. The less we know the surer we are of our conclu- 
sions. It is only the man who has made a thorough study of a subject 
who hestitates to express an unqualified, absolutely certain opinion.” 
These words of wisdom taken from the writings of the late Vice-Presi- 
dent Marshall are worthy of reflection when we are tempted to criticize 
the other fellow’s judgment or act without due consideration for all the 
facts. No one man can be right all the time.

In company with Mr. Leavitt and Mr. F. W. Kingman, Superin- 
tendent of Schools, the writer visited the Cochituate Street School and 
made an examination of the framing, as far as it was exposed, of the 
roof and walls. This building we understand was constructed at the 
same time as the Nathan Rice School on Pond Street about which you 
are particularly interested. The two buildings were constructed along 
similar lines. The principal differences being that the Nathan Rice 
School has a staircase and hallway on both sides of the building outside 
of main lines of building, whereas the Cochituate Street School has 
this hallway on but one side of the building. The Nathan Rice School 
has two fairly large brick stacks passing up through the centre of the 
building which afford more or less lateral support for the building, 
whereas the Cochituate Street School has chimneys which rely on the 
wooden frame for thei rsupport, being constructed on the slope of the 
mansard above the second floor. 

The Cochituate Street School is in a very bad condition, whereas 
the Nathan Rice School has evidently been recently repaired, both in- 
side and outside and appears to be in a very fair condition, considering 
the age and type of building. 

In both of these buildings there is a defect in the structural design 
which has caused a bulging of the walls in the vicinity of the eaves. 
This bulging in some cases amounts to 3 or 4 inches at the eaves plate. 
Tie rods have been placed through the second floor of the Nathan Rice 
School from wall to wall passing through long steel bars on the outsid2 
of building. These rods prevent the bulging effect extending below the 
floor, but as the studding is so light it has yielded to the constant thrust 
and the bulging has taken place between the second floor line and the 
eaves. 
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We feel that whereas this construction might safely stand for some 
years to come, it is questionable whether it is wise for a community to 
take any chances with a public building of this character, considering 
its age and structural defects. It, however, the Committee should de- 
cide to continue to use this building, we would suggest that collar beams 
be inserted between the feet of the upper rafters, passing over the ceil- 
ing joists, but not bearing upon them. We believe that if every other 
rafter was tied in this manner that considerable of the thrust exerted 
by this portion of the roof would be eliminated. This would not, 
however, prevent the thrust at the lower end of the steep rafters on 
the mansard portion. These rafters are seated on a 4 x 6 inch plate 
which bears on the wall studding 2’-6” above the second floor. ‘The 
proper place to insert ties to prevent bulging and to take up this thrust 
would be at the level of this place. This, of course, cannot be done and 
continue the use of these rooms on second floor. 

Regarding the Cochituate Street School, we feel that we must 
caution you with regard to this building even though you have not 
asked us to report on the same, as we feel that the building is in a 
precarious condition and should not be used for school purposes, 
especially after there is any possibility of any appreciable snow fall.

All loose slate should be removed or relaid, and the cornice repaired 
immediately. 

The unsupported ends of sill and girders in cellar near furnace 
should be properly supported. 

The building should then be drawn back as nearly as possible to its 
original position by tie rods through the plate properly placed.

The second floor of this building is partly sunported from the 
wood roof trusses. These in turn are carried on very light structural 
members, and there is now evidence of the building spreading, due to 
the lack of proper bracing to hold the sides together. 

Please consider this in the nature of a preliminary report as, in 
accordance with your instructions, we will within the next week make 
a further investigation and report to you upon the advisability and the 
cost of making the necessary repairs to render the structure safe.

We have made a further investigation of the Nathan Rice School 
and again wish to report that this building from a structural stand- 
point is not safe. At the same time, we wish to call your attention to 
the fact that this unsafe condition has existed from the time the build- 
ing was originally constructed, and the bulging side walls, which is 
noticeable in some places, undoubtedly took place several years ago. 

In view of the fact that there are no recent signs of distress we 
do not believe it essential that the use of the building should be aban- 
doned immediately, though we feel that we must caution you that under 
certain unusual weather conditions the use of the structure might be 
dangerous. Also, we advise that the occupancy of the building be such 
as not to subject it to additional loads over those which it has ear 
in the past. 

Taking the above facts into consideration, if you decide & con- 
tinue the use of the school, we would suggest that at the end of the 
next school term or the next recess of at least two weeks you make 
such alterations to the building as would ensure greater safety. At 
an expenditure within $2,000 we believe the building could be rendered 
reasonably safe.

Re: NATHAN RICE SCHOOL, 
In accordance with Mr. Burke’s request we have made a more de- 
tailed examination of the Nathan Rice School on Pond Street and find 
that your decision to discontinue further use of this building until 
repairs have been made is more than justified by additional evidence. 
For your information we submit the following supplementary re- 
port for your consideration : 
In addition to the fundamental structural weakness which formed 
the basis of our first report we find that the class room floors are of 
extremely light construction. 
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Each of the four class rooms, two on the first floor and two on the 
second floor is 33 feet wide by 32 feet deep. The framing consists of 
2” x 9” spruce joists of 1714” spacing and 16.7 feet span, running length- 
wise of the building supported along the center of each class room by a 
single 7” x 9” spruce header running at right angles to Pond Street and 
supported on two hollow pipe columns spaced 18’ 10” apart in the first 
story and basement. There are no columns above the second floor, but 
a single 1” diameter rod hangev;:in the center of each class room is 
carried up through the bottom chord of each roof truss delivering 
whatever load it may take to a short timber resting on the truss chord. 

For the sake of clearness we will discuss each of tHEDE items of 
support separately : 

First—DEAD LOADS. On the joists we find an cae flloor of 
spruce with two layers of hard pine on top, and the usual wood lath 
and plaster ceiling underneath. The present top flooring was apparently 
added to a previously worn top floor. The addition of this extra top 
floor makes the total thickness of boarding 254”, and while this unusual 
thickness helps to spread any single concentrated load the extra weight 
of the floor reduces the net live load capacity of the floor as a whole. 
We estimate the dead load to be 18 lbs. per sq. ft. of floor surface. 


Second—JOISTS. Applying the usual safe unit stress of 1000 lbs. 
per sq. in. for spruce in bending we estimate the capacity of the joists 
to be 45 lbs. per sq. ft. which, when reduced by the 18 Ibs. per sq: ft. 
dead load gives a net live load capacity of only 27 lbs. per sq. ft. of 
floor. This is about one half of the live load capacity required in new 
construction. Our measurements show a sag in the second floor class 
rooms of 3” at the center, a part of this sag being due to the hanger 
and yield of the roof truss, but a large part is also due to local per- 
manent deflection of the joists themselves. This condition is the cause 
of the ceilings over the first story class rooms and in the basement 
having cracked into innumerable small patches. The ceilings have 
apparently been recently refinished but the cracks are still evident and 
ready to open up again as soon as any extraordinary class room exer- 
cises such as calisthenics are held on the floor above. 


Third—TIMBER HEADER. If the two columns, 18’ 10” apart, 
were the only supports of the 7” x 9” spruce header it would be scarcely 
sufficient to carry the dead weight of the floor. Fortunately 2” x 4” 
studs in the coal bin partitions reduce the effective span considerably, 
and in the second story the 1” diameter rod hanger carries an inde- 
terminate reaction up into the bottom chord of the roof truss. Eve 
if this hanger were rigid and the truss sufficient, the header would have 
a gross dead and live load capacity of only 43 lbs. per sq. ft. or 25 Ibs. 
per sq. ft. live, about the same as the joists. 


Fourth—COLUMNS. Columns are hollow steel or wrought iroa 
pipe of circular section with 7/32” wall thickness. The four columns 
in the first story are 54%” diameter, and in the basement 4%”. The 
basement length is smaller than the one above, and considerably rusted. 
Applied after the building was erected, a hole in the basement ceiling 
shows no pintle, and not even a bearing plate in basement, for load 
through the spruce header from the column directly above. 


Fifth—TRUSSES. ‘Trusses, two in number, occur in the roof 
space at right angles to the long side of the building. They each carry 
a central rod hanger previously described, as well as the ceiling of the 
second story. The trusses are of limber construction, narrow chord 
sections poorly braced, no diagonals in the center panel where live 
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load shears are high, and no skew back connection at the foot of the 
end posts other than a mortise and tenon near the ends of the bottom 
chord. 


Sixth—ROOF. Framing is of 2” x 7” spruce 2’ 0. c.,, but with 
collar beam ties well up near the ridge, hence of slight assistance in 
overcoming spreading at the upper roof plate. Between the upper and 
lower roof plates of the mansard inclined rafters are 2’ x 6’s 2’ 0” 0. ¢. 
and with no posts or other reinforcement beneath the ends of the roof 
trusses. In fact below the lower roof plate, wall studs are 2’ x 4's with 
an occasional 3’ x 4’ spaced 17” to 43” o. c., this widest space occurring 
directly beneath the truss support. ‘This lower plate is 3’ above the 
second floor and the second floor class room measurers 8” wider be- 
tween outside boarding at this point than at the floor level, that is, 
each wall has been pushed out by the combination of thrusts from the 
aus mu class room loads until the studs stand bent out 4” in a height 
Oo eet. 


OLD TIES. Just beneath the rough boards of each second floor 
class room, two 1” diameter tie rods have been passed through the 
building with nuts outside the 4” x 1” x 12’ bar outside the clapboards. 
This device was placed apparently many years ago and is what has 
saved the structure so long from collapse. Had it been possible to 
have installed this tie rod system at the lower roof plate 3’ 0” above 
the second floor, further bulging of the walls at the eaves would have 
been permanently stopped. But applied below the floor level, these 
rods clear the class room space, but intensify the bending of the wall 
studs. Apparently the present spread is about twice as great as it was 
when tie rods were placed as the sheathing in the upper class rooms 
~stands 2” out of plumb while the wall studs adjacent are 4” out of 
plumb. We doubt if this spreading action could continue much further 
without exceeding the ultimate strength of the wall studs in bending 
resulting in a collapse of the class room roof and hanging portion of 
the class room floors. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. Our scheme of reinforcement in the 
building will be clearly shown on our plans, and described in our 
specifications which we hope to have ready by Thursday of this week. 
In the meantime, we will endeavor to answer any additional questions 
your committee may desire to ask.

We have in hand two clippings from the Natick Bulletin; one of 
November 20th and the other December 4th which are as follows: 
“There seems to have been a ‘joker’ in the Pond Street 
School matter, that iron rod which was supposed to be pulling 
down the roof having been found never to have been drawn 
up in place and had no bearing upon it because of the two 
inches play. This comes from the contractor on the job of 
repairs.” 
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“The parents of the children attending the Nathan Rice 

School who were needlessly alarmed for the safety of their 

children will have no further cause to worry, altho. it is the 

opinion of the contractors as well as the State Inspectors, that 

it was ‘Not Unsafe’.” 

Mr. Burke, Chairman of the Building Committee for the Town has 
asked us to refer these to you and desires your opinion regarding them. 

Concerning the first one, we would not be surprised if the iron rod 
did not bear on the roof truss under dead load conditions as it is the 
flexibility of the classroom floor andthe questionable value of the sus- 
pension rod which we desired to eliminate. 

Concerning the second matter, if you make a statement that you as 
a firm did or did not make such claims as are quoted, we believe that 
that will satisfy the Committee. 

There is still one other matter which the Committee would like to 
have the benefit of your views upon before making their final disposition 
of the Nathan Rice repair work and that is the conditions causing cer- 
tain critics of the school building to claim that sewer gas escapes from 
plumbing, etc., which endangers the public health of the school children. 
There is one who claims that if the members of the Committee could 
have been there when your plumber was making his relocation of vent 
pipes they would have been convinced of the need of extensive plumb- 
ing alterations. It occurs to us that it is the lack of efficiency of the 
back vents which in the attic lead to a heated flue. That possibly the 
lack of heat while you were at the building may in a way explain a 
temporary objectionable condition. 

If you could address your reply to Mr. Burke direct and send us a 
copy, the saving in time will be appreciated as the final report of the 
Committee must go in before January 4, 1926.

I have before me copies of two clippings from the “Natick Bulle- 
tin’, criticizing your Committee for having spent money on the Pond 
Street School for the purpose of rendering same safe for occupancy. 
It is my personal opinion that the building as it stood before the work 
was done was not safe and that the right set of circumstances might 
have caused a collapse of some part of the structure. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the rod from the roof truss to the girder in the floor may 
not have been taking weight under dead load conditions, there would be 
times under the load conditions when the rod would be taking weight. 
The roof construction was such as to make it very unsafe to let any 
additional weight come upon it. If some of the men working for me 
commented on the fact that the rod was not bearing any weight, they 
did not know enough about construction to see what might have been 
the conditions when a live load in the building would have brought 
weight upon this suspension rod. We, as a firm, are convinced that 
the work which was done should have been done. 

In our opinion, this is a case where what you spent for rein- 
forcing the building was money well spent in that you are now ab- 
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solutely sure that nothing could happen at the building which would 
cause loss of life or injury to the pupils. It certainly must be worth 
something to the Town to have the parents of the children who have to 
attend this school feel that there is no question about its stability. 
Regarding the question of odors in the building from the plumbing, 
on the several occasions when I went to the building, I noticed no 
odors from the plumbing, even though the building was cold and the 
plumbing in use by our men. I should be surprised, however, if you 
did not get odors from the plumbing when we had to break the back 
vent line in order to install two of the basment girders. Now that this 
break has been repaired and as it leads to a hot air flue, I am of the 
opinion that when there is heat in the flue to cause an upward draft, 
there will be no appreciable odors from the plumbing.

REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE ON PLAYGROUNDS 


The 1925 Town Meeting voted that the playgrounds for the season 
of 1925 be under the direct control and supervision of the School Com- 
mittee. Accordingly, the Chairman appointed as a sub-committee on 
playgrounds, Mr. Ritter, Mr. Fittz, and Mrs. McManus. This sub- 
committee organized with Mr. Fittz as chairman and treasurer, and 
Mrs. McManus as secretary; and it voted to augment the committee 
by auxiliary members who would act in an advisory capacity. "These 
auxiliary members were Mrs. Paul Hughes, Mrs. Frank Twitchell, and 
Major Daniel Murphy—all of whom had rendered valuable service in 
playground activities in previous seasons. 

The playgrounds opened on Monday, July 6, at East Natick, South 
Natick, Felchville, Bacon School, Oak Grove and Cochituate Street. 
Mr. James F. Hickey, Jr. was appointed director, and had as assistants 
Miss Margaret Hosman, Miss Mary Coan, Austin H. Fittz Jr., Miss 
Blanche McCordick, Miss Mary Hall, Miss Mary Quinn, Miss Bernice 
Belger, Miss Dorothy Ryan, Miss Ida Hurd, Miss Catherine Quinn 
and Miss Elizabeth Rice. For evening work at Felchville Harvey Bond 
served during part of the season. 

Every playground was equipped with swings, teeters, quoits, base 
ball and basket ball outfits. Some grounds had slides—in most cases 4 
donation from the parents in the neighborhood either during this or the 
previous season. 

Nearly nine hundred children registered for the summer session, 
and shared in the interesting programme arranged by Mr. Hickey. 
There was a healthy rivalry in baseball and quoits between the vari- 
ous grounds, and between the major and midget teams. The girls’ 
handicraft was astonishingly well done—the really beautiful baskets, 
vases, jewelry, and embroidery—as well as the dresses made by the 
children—were a credit to the makers as well as to their instructors. 
Hospital books—for the children in neighboring hospitals—were again 
a part of the “busy” work. 

Again this year the girls were taught folk dancing at the High 
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School every Wednesday afternoon. The extensive programme shown 
on Demonstration Day, proved that the little girls have aesthetic power 
and grace—if only dances and exercises are given to develop these 
qualities. 

Innovations this year were the Doll Carriage and Pet Parade, and 
the track work—both of which were suggested and developed by the 
director. ‘The interest which the children as well as the townspeople 
took in the Parade proves that ‘this feature could well be made an 
annual event in the playground season. 

The second annual ball game between the Business and the Pro- 
fessional men was a great success. This “getting together” spirit is 
one of the most helpful and inspiring phases of the community work. 
It was shown, daily, this year at the Cochituate grounds—every evening 
the larger boys and young men gathered there and enjoyed strenuous 
games of basket ball, quoits, and sometimes hand ball while some of 
the adults in the neighborhood co-operated nightly by supervising the 
games of the little children, and by sharing in the games of the older 
boys. There were regular teams and a fairly definite schedule carried 
out. This is a part of the playground work not yet perfected by the 
playground committee—the idea of having all the people use the 
grounds and enjoy the equipment provided by the town. If, as it is 
now hoped, tennis is introduced next year, probably a larger number 
of adults will frequent the courts during the twilight hours. 

On Friday, August 14, the six week session closed with a demon- 
stration at Coolidge Field for the boys, and with an exhibition of 
dancing by the girls in the High School. In the assembly hall the 
handcraft was on display during the afternoon and evening.

REPORT OF PLAYGROUND SUPERVISOR 


On Monday, July 6, 1925, the Natick Playgrounds opened for the 
third successive year. 
The following is a list of playgrounds and attendance at each:

To handle these groups the committee appointed a director over all 
playgrounds, and a supervisor and a assistant over each, with the ex- 
ception of East Natick where a supervisor had charge. 

Additional playground apparatus were installed at the various 
grounds consisting of basket-ball court and sand slide at Oak Grove, 
basket-ball court, sand slide and sun shelter at Cochituate Street School 
and basket-ball court at Bacon School. New metal swings were erected 
at all playgrounds excepting Cochituate Street and South Natick, these 
grounds were already equipped with them. 

Playground activities for the girls consisted in reed and rafia work, 
sewing, painting and dancing. Every Wednesday afternoon the girls 
from all playgrounds were brought to the assembly hall of the high 
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school and taught folk dancing under the supervision of Mrs. B. T. 
McManus who deserves a great deal of credit for her part in the work. 
She gave her time unsparingly. 

Activities for the boys comprised baseball, basket-ball, track ath- 
letics, and quoit throwing. 

A league was organized in baseball and basket-ball and junior and 
senior teams from each playground were represented in them. On 
Wednesday of each week contests were held at Coolidge field; sports 
indulged in were: quoit pitching, track and playground tests. The 
boys were divided into three classes: Junior, Senior, and Midgets, ac- 
cording to their ages, and the boys of each class competed against one 
another. Prizes were awarded to the winners of the contests. 

Special features of the playground year were Business Men vs. 
Professional men ball game, a trip for the boys to Fenway Park as 
guests of the management of the Boston American League Baseball 
Club; a Doll Carriage and Pet Parade in which two hundred pupils 
participated. ; 

The season closed August 14th with a bail game in the afternoon 
and an exhibition of hand work and folk dancing at the High School 
in the afternoon and evening.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 

I submit herewith my fourth report as Superintendent of the Na- 
tick Public Schools. 
GrowtH oF ScHoor PorpUuLATION AND RECCOMMENDATION FOR GRADING 


A gain in the town from 10,907 to 12,871 from 1920 to 1925 has been 
attended by a proportionate increase in the number of children attend- 
ing the schools. With the exception of South Natick all schools have 
been affected by this growth. In the Eliot School there has been a de- 
crease during this five year period of 56 or from 207 to 151. For this 
reason the number of teachers was reduced in September from six to 
four. The enrollment at the present time is the smallest of any of the 
schools taught by four teachers. 

The Felchville School has shown the largest increase of all. The 
congestion there is so great that adequate facilities can be provided 
for next September only by enlarging the building during the summer 
vacation or making use of a portable building. One year ago partial 
relief was temporarily afforded by transferring the seventh grade to the 
Bacon School and the eighth grade to the Lincoln School. This change 
caused additional expense for transportation but resulted in great benefit 
to the pupils of these upper grades as they were given the advantages 
of departmentalized instruction. 

There are however more children this year in the Felchville School 
than ever attended when the school contained eight grades. The school 
is now organized on a six grade basis. 

The enrolment the fall term follows: 

Miss Taft’s room Grade One, 36 Grade Two, 17 Total 53 

Miss Nelson’s room Grade Two, 28, Grade Three, 17 Total 45 

Miss O’Brien’s room Grade Three, 18 Grade Four, 32 Total 50 

Miss Ullrich’s room Grade Five, 32 Grade Six, 16 Total 48 
Total of four rooms 196 

The new two room school at East Natick which was opened last 
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year is almost filled to capacity and the community which it serves is a 
growing one. It would seem to be a question of only a short time when 
an addition will have to be made here. If the building contained four 
rooms provision could be made for the fifth and sixth grades which are 
now transported to the Wilson School. 

The present combined membership of the first two grades is 52, of 
the third and fourth grades 26; a group of second grade children is 
seated in the principal’s room and a normal school student is employed 
as an assistant teacher. ) 

The Bacon and Oak Grove Schools, four room buildings, have a 
membership of 179 and 182 respectively. This is an average of 45 per 
room, a number too large for the best work; especially so, in view of 
the fact that, with the single exception of the seventh grade at the 
Bacon School, all rooms have two grades. 

The remaining four room schools, Nathan Rice and West Natick, 
have 154 and 152 pupils respectively, an average of 38 per teacher. 
T’wo rooms in each of these schools have 40 or more. 

The Mary Gilson School has in its two rooms 74 children distri- 
buted as follows: Grade One, 14; Grade Two, 20; Grade Three, 18; 
Grade Four, 22. 

The Lincoln and Wilson Schools which are organized on a single 
grade basis have an average per teacher, excluding the special class in 
the Lincoln School which is necessarily small, of 41 and 38 respectively. 
These numbers are somewhat too large for the best results but the fact 
that the teachers have only one grade makes possible better preparation 
of daily lesson plans and greater skill in execution. 

The elementary grades of all the schools occupy forty-five rooms ; 
they have a membership of 1893 pupils. Seven hundred fifteen or 38 
per cent are taught in 18 rooms of one grade each; one thousand one 
hundred seventy-eight or 62 per cent are assigned to 27 rooms with 
two grades each. 

Any building program should recognize the advantages that result 
from the consolidation of schools and the bringing together of a 
sufficient number of children to organize the schools on a single grade 
basis. One teacher for one grade should be the rule and not the ex- 
ception as at present. 

Few towns of the size of Natick adhere to the two grade system.

West Natick and South Natick (Eliot) Schools are omitted from 
this table as they are able to provide for all eight grades. 

The combined enrolment o fthe Oak Grove, Nathan Rice, Wilson 
and Lincoln Schools, excluding the special class, is 1058. The number 
of room sis 26. This is an average of 41 per room. The combined en- 
rolment of the schools on the north side of the railroad is 527. The 
number of rooms is 12 and the average is 44 per room. If two rooms 
were added to the Felchville School the average would be reduced to 
38 per room. The plan of enlargement should include an auditorium. 

The need of enlarging the Bacon School is almost as great as the 
need at the Felchville. One room will be vacated by the seventh grade 
whe na Junior High School is organized and six grades will remain. 
A will be needed if one grade per room is taken as the stan- 
dard. 

The Bacon and Felchville Schools built in 1902 are our most recent 
wooden structures. They are now in need of extensive repairs. Addi- 
tional land should be acquired at both schools. 


THE BuILDING PROGRAM 


The major recommendations of the School Survey Committee were 
four in number: 


1. An Elementary School should be built in 1926 south of Central 
Street and the Wilson School should be abandoned. 

2. A Junior High School of 800 capacity should be erected and 
made ready for occupancy in 1929. 

3. An Elementary School should be erected in South Natick in 
1932. 

4, An Elementary School north of the railroad track of 350 to 400 
capacity should be erected and ready for occupancy by 
September, 1933. 


The first two of these proposals have to do with immediate needs. 
The first one in particular has been recognized for a long time. A 
special committee appointed in 1908 recommended that the Wilscn 
School give way to a_modern building. It would seem therefore that 
a new elementary school is long overdue. 

The Wilson School was built in 1854. The Survey Committee 
reports that the general plan and arrangement are very bad and that 
no town can afford to assume the responsibility of compelling children 
to attend school in such a building one day longer than is necessary. 

In my judgment condemnation of this building is justified. Our 
children deserve better facilities. They are entitled to a good elemen- 
tary school, a good junior high school and a good senior high school. 
We can have ail three within three years provided the town will enter 
upon a building program this year. 

A start should be made with the elementary school so that a long 
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step may be taken toward the organization of the schools on a single 
grade basis. 


REORGANIZATION OF ELEMENTARY GRADES 


The plan of the Survey Committee in which I concur suggests that 
with opening of the new school the children now in the Wilson, Lincoln, 
Oak Grove and Nathan Rice Schools be organized as follows: 

A. In the new school. 

1 Class of Grade I 

3 Classes of Grade V 
3 Classes of Grade VI 

3 Classes of Grade VII 
4 Classes of Grade VIII 

This school will contain twelve rooms and a large kindergarten 
room which can be partitioned and used temporarily for two grades. 

B. In the Oak Grove School. 

1 Class each of Grades I to IV (four rooms) 
C. In the Nathan Rice School. 
1 Class each of Grades I to IV (four rooms) 
D. In the Lincoln School (Eight rooms). 
1 Class each of Grades I to IV 
1 Special Class 
3 rooms to be used as an Annex by the High School giving 
temporary relief to congestion 

This plan would work out in the following manner according to the 

present enrolment of pupils.

This is a total of 15 rooms which added to the 12 rooms assigned 
to the first four grades would make the number of rooms required for 
all grades 27 or 3 less than the total number of rooms required for all. 

i Ue three rooms are intended for the overflow from the high 
school. 

With this organization important features of the Junior High 
School may be introduced at once. 

To quote the language of the survey report; “The work for the 
seventh and eighth grades can be completely departmentalized; cer- 
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tain Junior High School subjects such as a modern language and type- 
writing can be introduced; by the use of the playrooms and grounds, 
physical education can be promoted; and the auditorium will make 
practicable the development of many desirable student organizations 
and extra curricular activities.” 


SUPERVISOR OF ELEMENTARY GRADES 


The work of administration has increased so much in the past five 
years that the superintendent can now find little time for supervision 
of instruction. 

In 1920 there were sixty-two teachers; in 1925 there were eighty. 
During this period two new schools were opened and additions were 
made to the physical education and drawing staffs. The Department 
of Americanization was established in 1922. Under these circumstances 
the superintendent's visits to the schools have become more and more 
infrequent. 

The principal of the Wilson and Lincoln Schools teaches one period 
a day in each building and devotes the remainder of his time to super- 
vision and administration. The principals of the remaining schools 
teach full time and hence have no opportunity to supervise. 

As a result of the expansion of the school system the time given 
to administration has necessarily lessened that given to supervision. 
There is now need of another supervising officer. I would therefore 
recommend that on the opening of the fall term a supervisor be 
appointed for the elementary grades. 


CoNncLUSION 


In closing my report I would call attention to the distribution of 
school costs. No review of the year’s work is complete without an 
exhibit of school receipts and expenditures. This may be found in the 
report of the Town Accountant. It is omitted from this report to avoid 
duplication. 

Briefly stated the increased costs have been incurred for transporta- 
tion, insurance, additional teachers and an unforeseen emergency in the 
Nathan Rice School. 

Natick’s per capita expense is well below the state average.

SUMMARY OF SPECIAL REPORTS 


High School. The growth of the school far beyond its normal 
capacity of 500 taxes to the utmost the space available for class rooms. 
The men teachers’ room, the assembly hall, the school committee room, 
superintendent’s office and laboratories are all occupied the greater part 
of the time. These crowded conditions impair efficiency in many ways. 

The appointment of departmental heads with supervisory duties for 
English, mathematics, and the commercial subjects is bringing about a 
much needed co-ordination of the materials of instruction. 

Progress is being made in adjusting subject matter to the needs of 
pupils and in placing students in courses best suited to their needs. 

The commercial department would be strengthened if there were 
another year of stenography and a course in office practice. 

A school library is one of our most outstanding needs. At present 
there is no room available for this purpose. 
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In general it may be said that progress is commensurate with our 
limited facilities, inadequate equipment, and crowded conditions. 


Americanization. The aim is to mold our foreign-born residents 
into capable citizens and imbue them with a deep love of country. 

The director believes that a measurable degree of success has been 
achieved in the attainment of this goal.

Twenty applicants passed their examinations for citizenship last 
April and were ready to take the oath in September. 


School Physicians. The health of the school children has been up 
to the average of previous years. ‘There have been many cases of 
whooping cough and chicken pox but few of serious nature. 

Two thousand four hundred and seventy-five have been examined, 
the boys by Dr| Sylvester and the girls by Dr. Lavelle. 


School Nurse. The work of the nurse summarized herewith con- 
sists of three kinds of activity, school visitation, home visitation and 
assistance in the dental clinic. 

The number of visits to the homes should be increased but this can 
be brought about only by improved means of transportation. An auto- 
mobile is the greatest need at present. It would add fifty per cent to 
the nurse’s efficiency.

Physical Education. Boys in the freshman and sophomore classes 
are required to take two periods of exercises each week. ‘Their pro- 
gram includes calisthenics, games, wands, dumb-bells, marching, base- 
ball and tag football. 

In the elementary schools a basketball league has been formed. 
There are six teams and games are played on Monday afternoons. A 
weekly class in football is held every Wednesday. 

Class basketball in the high school was discontinued for lack of 
assistance and playing space. 

Hockey was attempted this winter but unexpected conditions arose 
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which interfered with its development and this sport had to be dis- 
continued. 

The girls of the high school like the boys have had two periods 
a week of calisthenics, games, folk dances, drills and apparatus work, 

In the spring basketball and baseball were played on Coolidge Field. 

In June the junior and senior girls took part in a state-wide meet 
and finished seventh. 

In the fall field hockey was played in class time and class basket- 
ball in the afternoon. 

Interscholastic basketball was played during the winter months. 

In January, 1925, the Wellesley College students started practice 
teaching every Monday afternoon in the grades. This consisted of 
health talks and weighing. This fall they had outdoor activities as long 
as the weather was good. Since returning to the class room the time 
has been given to folk dances, health talks and weighing. Results 
show an improvement over last year. 

In June a meet was held for grades five to eight inclusive. The 
boys did the standing broad jump, pull up and 50 yard dash, the girls 
the standing high jump, 50 yard dash and basketball throw. 

One valuable result of the training given is the capacity for lead- 
ership. A new lesson in the eighth grade is taught by the director 
the first week and the second week the same lesson is given by a 
leader who has been chosen by his classmates. Great interest has been 
aroused among both boys and girls. Some good leaders have been 
developed. 

More assistance is needed in this department as the demand for 
recreational and physical activities has outgrown the supply of in- 
structors. 


Drawing. The schedule and outline of work in the drawing de- 
partment has not been changed since the last report. A change is 
greatly needed in the high school. As drawing is connected with no 
particular course, too many pupils are permitted to take the subject 
and they do so from three motives: first, because they have talent 
and desire to perfect it, second, for points, and third, to fill an extra 
period. 

As it is now, we cannot refuse a point if the prescribed amount of 
work has been completed; but this work is not creditable in many 
cases and often these pupils have demanded more attention than those 
who are going to use the subject in their life work. 

During the past year beside responding to community needs we 
made two posters for the protection of New England orchards. Both 
received notice :—one, a prize and the other, honorable mention. 

In the near future two units will be required for entrance to the 
Massachusetts Normal Art School. One unit in drawing will repre- 
sent three double periods per week for forty weeks and six periods 
per week divided between studio, recitation and outside study. Natick 
graduates have up to date, made good at the Art Schools but at the 
present time we are not giving the earnest students the advantages due 
them. 


Music. The course has progressed satisfactorily. Part singing 
has been stressed in the upper grades with creditable results. 

An orchestra has been started in the grammar grades. 

Success in all other grades is largely dependent on the class room 
teachers. It is a pleasure to make note of their hearty co-operation. 

The music activities of the high school are represented by two 
chorus divisions, boys’ and girls’ glee club, orchestra and a class in 
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music appreciation. ‘The choruses are showing good interest in. part 
singing. ‘The glee clubs and orchestra have taken part in concerts and 
an operetta the proceeds from which resulted in adding a beautiful 
curtain to the auditorium. 


Household Arts. The work in household arts for the high school 
has been strengthened by the addition of a second year. The course 
now includes cooking, sewing, millinery, interior decoration and textiles. 

Our most urgent need is a suitable sewing room. Owing to crowd- 
ed conditions the room long used for sewing was made a regular class 
room three years ago. The only place now available is the physical 
laboratory which is poorly adapted to our needs. 

Cookery is suffering in the seventh grades for lack of facilities. 
The girls come only once in two weeks instead of once a week which 
is the preferred plan. 

A Household Arts Club has been formed, the purpose of which is 
to raise money for charts and illustrative material for the sewing room. 


Manual Arts. This branch of education was discontinued for two 
months following the order of the Department of Public Safety to 
suspend classes in the Cochituate Street School pending repairs. 

Classes have been resumed in a basement room of the Knights of 
Pythias building. ‘The facilities are limited but they will serve our 
purposes temporarily. 

At present the boys are at work upon small round topped tabourets 
about eighteen inches in height. These were chosen as the first project 
because they involved the making of certain joints and the use of a 
number. of tools which, as the boys progress, will enable them to per- 
form more difficult yet interesting projects. Manual training rightly 
directed aims to develop habits of order, accuracy and neatness. As 
a course in the curriculum it needs to be given a greater emphasis to- 
day than in the past. 

Special Class. The purpose of the special class is to give individual 
work so that pupils may be advanced as rapidly as possible. There 
are four divisions in arithmetic, two in language, three in spelling and 
five in reading. 

A small part of each day is given over to some form of handwork. 
This is to train the children in accuracy, neatness and co-ordination. 
Aside from this training the projects have a distinct educational value 
as they are frequently correlated with the more formal school work 
and provide a practical working basis for many of the theories learned. 


Truancy. The truant officer has investigated and reported on 141 
cases. The number of truants was thirteen. 


BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ CLUB ACTIVITIES 


Three hundred and sixteen boys and girls were enrolled in the 
clothing, food, poultry, handcraft, canning and garden clubs. 

Accomplishments were shown at two achievement programs in the 
spring at the High and Eliot Schools and by exhibits at the Natick 
Grange Fair. 

The Two-Day Trip to the Massachusetts Agricultural College was 
awarded to four of our members for excellence of achievement. 

Several county-wide meetings for fruit growers and poultry men 
and Leaders Training meetings for home makers were held during 
the year and attended by many Natick people. 

The cost to the town for this service was $100. An equal amount 
is requested for 1926.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The year 1925 has been the most expensive in the history of the 
town. For the first time many have asked for aid, caused by lack of 
work, death and desertion of husband. High rents and extortionate 
prices for fuel have been factors in making expenditures of this De- 
partment so great. 

A decision was made by the Supreme Court effecting the settle- 
ment of families. A family may move from the place of settlement, 
remain five years, the husband will loose his settlement, the wife and 
children will retain their settlement from where they moved, although 
the wife was willing to go with the husband. The Court rules that 
the wife did not go of her own volition. 

The Town may have to go to court to collect in a case involved 
by the above decision. 

Many towns pay recipients weekly. It would be an advantage for 
this Department to pay weekly. However if this Department should 
adopt such a plan it would be advisable to have a town almoner. 
Otherwise the work would be beyond the time and strength of any 
one person. 

The Superintendent of the Leonard Morse Hospital has referred 
31 cases to this Department to determine the place liable for care and 
treatment.

To the Overseers of the Poor of Natick: 


Herewith I have the honor to give you my report as Town Physi-_ 
cian for the year 1925. 

We have had this year little sickness and no deaths at the Farm. 
I have averaged about three visits a month. 

There are now sixteen inmates including a mother and two babies. 
Leaving out the mother and babies who are partly paying their board 
there are thirteen old people from 60 to 86 years of age. 

The average age is almost 74%. Not many years ahead will see a 
lessening in our numbers. 

I have looked over often the Farm and the buildings as well as 
the staff and I think we ought to feel proud that we have it run in so 
successful a manner. 

Outside the work has been heavier, but little very serious sickness. 

te I have made 130 visits at the homes and had a good many at the 
office. 

Two maternity cases have been attended. 

There have been 13 cases of tonsils and adenoids operated on at 
the hospital by Dr. Burke who has made no charge for his services.

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REVALUATION COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


This Committee was appointed by the Moderator of the Annual 
Meeting of 1925 under authority of a vote to investigate and report at 
some future Town Meeting on the matters covered by Articles 59 and 
60 of the Warrant, namely: 


Article 59: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen, in co-operation with the Board of Assessors, to 
have a complete re-valuation of all the taxable property, both 
real and personal, in accordance with the Cambridge Plan, 
so-called, appropriate money to pay for same or otherwise 
act thereon. 

Article 60: To see if the Town will instruct the Board 
of Assessors to have a re-valuation of all the real estate in 
the town, land and buildings thereon, appropriate money to 
pay for same or otherwise act thereon. 


Acting under these instructions the committee has conducted sev- 
eral hearings at which Assessors of repute as well as taxation experts 
have freely given suggestions and recommendations which if adapted 
to the special problem confronting Natick will be likely to introduce a 
modern, scientific and equitable method of assessing. 

Much thought has been given to the Cambridge Plan of valuation, 
so-called and how practicably it might be adapted to solve our general 
valuation problem. 

Correspondence with the Board of Assessors in more than twenty 
cities and towns has disclosed how favorably disposed these officials 
are toward the basic soundness of the Cambridge Plan. 

The Committee has also studied in detail the Norwood system of 
determining equitable valuations through the use of graphs, blue- 
prints and cards which have contributed so much efficiency in record- 
ing statistics of taxable property and property holders in that town. 

A valuation for taxation purposes which bears a fixed relation to 
true value of the property in the community removes all cause of dis- 
satisfaction on the part of real estate owners. 

A valuable aid to any Assessing Department is the data filed with 
the Building Inspector’s Department. There can be no scientific or 
methodical standard of fixing property values unless the professional 
service of an engineer is employed who will co-operate with the Build- 
ing Inspector and the Board of Assessors. 

We recommend, first, that there be a complete re-valuation of all 
taxable property both real and personal, based on the Cambridge Plan, 
so-called. 

SECOND: We therefore recommend as the initial step that the 
Assessors be granted sufficient and additional funds to bring up-to-date 
the present Block and Map System and that an engineer be engaged 
to assist in carrying out this work. 


THIRD: We recommend an appropriation of $500 for employing 
assistant assessors to do the field work of gathering statistical data, a 
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task which delays and impedes the Assessors in their efforts to keep 
their office supervision up to the proper degree of efficiency. 

FOURTH: We recommend a permanent office clerk who is also a 
stenographer for the Assessors’ clerical work. 


FIFTH: Believing that it would add much to the efficiency of 
the Assessing Department, we recommend that the Town vote to accept 
the Building Inspection Acts giving the Building Inspector powers 
generally associated with such an office and whose function will be to 
co-operate with the Assessors.

To see if the Town will vote to purchase or take by 
the right of eminent domain or otherwise acquire the land bounded on 
the north by the driveway between the Coolidge homestead and the 
Maria Hayes Home, on the east by School Street Extension, on the 
south by Webster Street, and on the west by Cottage and South Main 
Streets, raise and appropriate, by borrowing or otherwise, money to 
pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 56. To see if the Town will vote to purchase or take by 
the right of eminent domain land for the enlargement of the Felchville 
School grounds, raise and appropriate, by borrowing or otherwise, 
money to pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 57. To see if the Town will vote to erect and equip an 
addition to the Felchville School building, raise and appropriate, by 
borrowing or otherwise, money to pay for the same, or otherwise act 
thereon. 

Article 58. To see if the Town will vote to purchase or take by 
the right of eminent domain land for the enlargement of the Oak Grove 
School grounds, raise and appropriate, by borrowing or otherwise, 
money to pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 59. To see if the Town will vote to purchase or take by 
the right of eminent domain land for the enlargement of the Nathan 
Rice School grounds, raise and appropriate, by borrowing or otherwise, 
money to pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 60. To see if the Town will vote to purchase or take by 
the right of eminent domain land, now or formerly of Harwood, to the 
north of, and across Harvard Street from the Mary Gilson School 
grounds, raise and appropriate, by borrowing or otherwise, money to 
pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 61. To see if the Town will vote to purchase or take hy 
the right of eminent domain land, now or formerly of O’Brien, to the 
north of North Main Street and to the east of Park Avenue, raise and 
appropriate, by borrowing or otherwise, money to pay for the same, or 
otherwise act thereon. 

Article 62. To see if the Town will vote to paint the North Natick 
School House, so-called, appropriate money to pay for the same, or 
otherwise act thereon. 
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Article 63. To hear and act on the report of the Committee ap- 
pointed under Articles 24, 25, 26 and 27 of the Warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting for the year 1925, concerning Coolidge Playground, or 
otherwise act thereon. 

Article 64. To see if the Town will vote to purchase or take by 
the right of eminent domain land for the enlargement of the Coolidge 
Playground, raise and appropriate, by borrowing or otherwise, money 
to pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 65. To see if the Town will approve the action of the 
Department of Public Welfare in setting off over ten acres of land 
from the Town Farm, according to plan on file in the office of the 
Town Clerk, said land to be under the jurisdiction of the Park Com- 
missioners and to be used for playground purposes, or otherwise act 
thereon. 

Article 66. To see if the Town will authorize the School Com- 
mittee to maintain summer playgrounds and raise and appropriate the 
sum of fifteen hundred dollars therefor, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 67. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate one 
hundred dollars for boys’ and girls’ club activities to be directed by the 
Middlesex County Extension Service, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 68. To hear and act on the report of the Committee ap- 
pointed ‘under Article 79 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting 
for the year 1925, concerning change of form of Town Government, or 
otherwise act thereon. 

Article 69. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Selectmen 
to petition the General Court for legislation authorizing the submission 
to the voters of Natick of the question of adopting representative town 
meeting government, as provided for in the published report of the 
Committee appointed to consider change in town government, or other- 
wise act thereon. 

Article 70. To hear and act on the report of the Committee ap- 
pointed under Articles 59 and 60 of the Warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting for the year 1925, concerning Tax Valuations, or other- 
wise act thereon. 

Article 71. To see if the Town will vote to have the “Block and 
Map System” of the Assessors brought up to date; to see if the Town 
will vote to employ an engineer to work under the direction of the 
Board of Assessors for the performance of this work; appropriate 
money to pay for his services and other necessary expenses connected 
therewith, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 72. ‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to appoint an Engineer, whose services will be attainable by all 
municipal departments at all times, fix the salary of said official, or 
otherwise act thereon. 

Article 73. To hear and act on the report of the Committee ap- 
pointed under Article 69 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting 
for the year 1925, concerning Public Automobile Parking, or otherwise 
act thereon. 

Article 74. To see if the Town will appoint a committee to in- 
vestigate traffic congestion in the central part of the Town and make 
recommendations for relief by widening, by one way streets, or other 
relief and to see what sum of money the Town will appropriate for the 
use of the committee and report at the next annual town meeting or a 
special meeting called for that purpose, or otherwise act thereon. 
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Article 75. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to erect and maintain a municipal filling station, where- 
from every municipal department shall obtain its necessary supplies of 
motor fuel exclusively, appropriate money to pay for erecting and main- 
taining same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 76. To see if the Town will erect and dedicate memorials 
in honor and in memory of the men of the Town of Natick who served 
in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps of the United States during the 
World War, and who have died as a result of that service connection, 
appropriate money to pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 77. To see if the Town will vote to provide suitable head- 
quarters for Edward P. Clarke Post 107, The American Legion, under 
the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 9, as amended, and 
appropriate a sum of money therefor not exceeding fifteen hundred 
($1,500) dollars, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 78. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of money 
to pay for the expenses of parade, drill and small arms practice, for 
Headquarters Company, 3rd Battalion, 18lst Infantry, Massachusetts 
National Guard, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 79. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of $500.00 
to pay for the expenses of parade, drill and small arms practice for 
Company L, 18lst Infantry, Massachusetts National Guard, or other- 
wise act thereon. 


Article 80. To see if the Town will vote to provide suitable head- 
quarters for the Veterans of Foreign Wars under the provisions of 
General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 9, as amended, appropriate the sum 
of $1,000.00 for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 81. To see if the Town will reimburse John J. Ahern in 
the sum of $250, same being amount of premium paid by said John J. 
Ahern for his Tax Collector’s bond for the year 1924 in accordance 
with Chapter 404, Section 9, Acts of 1924, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 82. To see if the Town will vote to reimburse Mrs. Har- 
riet Conroy to the extent of $2,000.00 for injuries causing the death in 
line of duty of her husband, James E. Conroy, a member of Natick Fire 
Department, appropriate money for same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 83. To see if the Town will vote to pay the sum of two 
thousand dollars ($2,000.00) to James W. Doyle of Natick, a fireman 
who received permanent injuries in the performance of his duties, to 
authorize the Selectmen to petition the Legislature for authority to ap- 
propriate money to pay the same, or otherwise act thereon . 


Article 84. To see if the Town will vote to shingle buildings at 
the Town Home, appropriate money to pay for the same, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


Article 85. To see if the Town will vote to deed back to the voters 
of West Natick the West Natick Hose House and lot of land on which 
it now stands, said property to be under the supervision of the West 
Natick Cummunity Club, so-called, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 86. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
purchase the land with all easements and rights now held by the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Street Railway on Middlesex Avenue Extension, so- 
called, and Water Street Extension, so-called, appropriate money to pay 
for the sare, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 87. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
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to appoint annually an Inspector of Buildings in accordance with provi- 
sions of Section 3, Chapter 143, of the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
to serve until other provisions therefor are made in the Town By-Laws, 
and to fix his compensation, or act in any way relating thereto. 


Article 88. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a Committee 
to draw up suitable Zoning Laws, said committee to report at the next 
annual town meeting or a special meeting called for that purpose, ap- 
propriate money for the same, or, otherwise act thereon. 

Article 89. To see if the Town will vote to accept Sections 6 to 12, 
inclusive, of Chapter 143, of the General Laws relative to the powers 
and duties of the Inspector of Buildings. 

Article 90. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell and convey in accordance with the terms and conditions of 
the decree of the Supreme Judicial Court entered on January 29, 1924, 
all or any part of the real estate held by the Town of Natick as trustee 
under the will of Collins Morse, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 91. To see if the Town will vote to have the Selectmen 
place a Municipal Christmas Tree, electrically illuminated, on the Com- 
mon, for the Christmas season of 1926, appropriate money to pay for 
the same, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 92. ‘To see what sum of money the Town will appropriate 
for a celebration and Field Day on July 4, 1926. Recommend the ap- 
pointment of a committee of twenty-one by the Selectmen, the Select- 
men to be members ex-officio, said committee to have full charge cf 
celebration and Field Day, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 93. To appropriate and raise by borrowing or otherwise, 
such sum or sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of the 
purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles. 

Article 94. To hear and act on the reports of all Committees 
chosen on Town Affairs, other than those previously provided for in 
this warrant; and to choose all the necessary committees for the ensu- 
ing year. 

And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting attested 
copies thereof in the Post Office and Post Stations in said Natick and 
at the following public places in said Town, to wit: Entrance to Select- 
men’s Room and Street Entrance to Concert Hall in Natick; Engine 
House, South Natick; Hose 4 House, Felchville; and at or near the 
Shoe Factory of W. L. Felch, North Natick, seven days at least before 
said March 1, 1926; also by causing an attested copy of said warrant 
to be published in ‘“The Natick Bulletin,” said publication to be seven 
days at least before said March 1, 1926. 

Hereof, fail not, and make due return of this Warrant, with your 
doings thereon to the Town Clerk at or before the time appointed for 
holding said meeting.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHANGING 
FORM OF TOWN GOVERNMENT 


© 


The undersigned were appointed by the Moderator of the Annual 
Town Meeting of 1925, under Article 79 of the Warrant, to consider 
the question of changing our present form of town government, to in- 
vestigate the various forms of government possible for Natick and to 
report at the next annual town meeting or at a special meeting called 
for that purpose. In this report it is our intention to give the voters the 
facts and information that we have gathered in our investigation, which 
will enbale them to decide for themselves what action they wish to take. 


Until recent years the only choice’ in forms of community govern- 
ment in Massachusetts was between the town-meeting form that we 
now have and the city form. When a town attained a population over 
twelve thousand, which formerly meant about two thousands voters, it 
was recognized that the original democratic form of town meeting be- 
came rather cumbersome, and a change to the city form was allowed. 


In Natick, with more than double that number registered since the 
inclusion of the women, and with the increasingly numerous articles to 
be acted on in cur warrants due to extension of the town business, tne 
general town meeting no longer provides government representing a 
majority of the citizens. The town hall will hold only about twenty 
per cent of the voters; and the town meetings are conducted generally 
by a number nearer to the lower limit of two per cent, which is neces- 
sary for a quorum. ‘This minority does not necessarily represent the 
citizens» with most at stake in the town, but, often rather those witn 
time and leisure to sit night after night through the long sessions nec- 
essary to finish the warrant; or, sometimes, those who have a private 
interest in a special measure and bring in their friends to put that 
through, taking no part in further business. 


Under present laws we now have our choice of two. possible 
changes from this system—either to become a city or to adopt the more 
democratic form of representative town meeting government. 


The members of your committee do not believe that Natick is yet 
ready to adopt the expensive city form, in which the settlement of al! 
policies is turned over to a small council and mayor, while the citizens 
as a whole have no direct contact with the public business except to 
pay their tax-bills. 

Therefore we have devoted our attention chiefly to investigating 
the representative, or limited, town meeting form, in which the voters 
choose some of their fellow citizens from their home precincts as their 
representatives in the town meetings. This form, which is the nearest 
approach io our present system, is no longer an experiment, having 
been in use in different parts of the State for from three to six years. 
The Town of Wakefield is the last to adopt it, and West Springfield, 
Greenfield, Methuen, Weymouth, Brookline, Arlington, Winthrop and 
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Watertown have worked under the plan long enough to give it a fair 
trial. Your committee has corresponded with their town officials to. 
ascertain whether or not the results are satisfactory, and the responses 
to our inquiries have been uniformly favorable to the system. 


In each of these towns the representative form of town meeting 
was adopted under a special act of the Legislature which was accepted 
by the voters at an annual town election. These special acts are all 
very similar, indeed almost idertical, in form, indicating that no serious 
defects were found in those first adopted. 


The town meeting members chosen to represent the various pre- 
cincts generally comprise about three per cent of the registered voters, 
one-third of their number being chosen each year for a three-year term. 
In addition to these are the members at large, consisting of the princi- 
pal town officers, who are elected as usual at the annual town election 
at the same time as the precinct members. These form a body of about 
two hundred, in a town of the size of Natick, whose duty is to attend 
and vote at all town meetings. The meetings are public and other 
citizens may attend and observe the conduct of their representatives, 
and may address the meeting, but have no vote. 


Provision is made also for a referendum to the townspeople of acts 
of the town meeting, if petitioned for by a certain number of voters, 
but this power has been seldom invoked. The reason probably is that 
this system provides a government really representative of a majority 
of the voters, as the men and women chosen to act for their precincts 
feel it.is their special duty to attend the meetings and vote intelligently 
on all measures; the roll is called, and any member found delinquent 
is not likely to be re-elected. The attendance is therefore large, and no 
difficulty is experienced in requiring a majority of all the voting mem- 
bers as a quorum for transacting business. 


We are informed also that the business is dispatched more expediti- 
ously under this system, the entire warrant being usually disposed of 
at one or two sessions. The adoption of the representative town meet- 
ing involves no other change in the government of the town, the select- 
men, advisory committee, and other town officers acting the same as at 
present. The elections and all questions appearing on the election bal- 
lots also are decided as now by all the voters. 


It is not possible for the Town of Natick to vote upon the adoption 
of a representative form of town-meeting this year; and in order that 
they may be able to decide at any future annual meeting whether or 
not they wish to make such a change, it is necessary to vote this year 
to ask the General Court to pass an enabling act, which the town may 
accept, if at any time a change is desired. 


Your committee therefore has drawn up a bill embodying the best 
features of the acts accepted by the towns previously mentioned and 
have inserted an article in the warrant under which our Representative 
may be authorized to introduce it at the next session of the Legisla- 
ture. A vote in favor ot this action does not mean a vote in favor of 
adopting the representative town meeting, but merely favors placing it 
within the power of the town to adopt or reject it if deemed desirable 
in the future. 


Under this article your committee recommend that the Town vote 
to direct the Selectmen to petition the General Court for legislation 
authorizing submission to the voters of Natick of an act providing for 
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representative town meetings, and to present therewith the bill accom- 
panying and forming part of this report.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR PRECINCT VOTING, REPRE- 
SENTATIVE TOWN MEETINGS, TOWN MEETING 
MEMBERS, A REFERENDUM AND AN 
ANNUAL MODERATOR IN THE 
TOWN OF NATICK. 


Section 1. Upon the acceptance of this act by the Town of Natick 
as hereinafter provided the selectmen of the town shall forthwith divide 
the territory thereof into not less than four nor more than twelve 
voting precincts, each of which shall be plainly designated. They may 
authorize the continuance of precincts then existing, if they deem it 
desirable and consistent herewith. 

The precincts shall be so established as to consist of compact and 
contiguous territory. Their boundaries shall be reviewed and, if need 
be, wholly or partly revised or their number changed by the selectmen, 
in January, once in five years, or in January of any year when directed 
by a vote of the town meeting. 

The selectmen shall, within ten days after any new establishment 
or revision of the precincts, file a report of their doings with the town 
clerk, the registrars of voters, and the assessors, with a map or maps 
or description of the boundaries and designation of the voters therein. 

The selectmen shall also cause to be posted in the town hall or 
other suitable place, a map or maps or description of the precincts as 
established or revised from time to time, with the names and residences 
of the registered voters therein; and they shall also cause to be posted 
in at least one public place in each precinct a map or description of 
that precinct, with the names and residences of the voters therein. 

The division of the town into voting precincts and any revision of 
such precincts shall take effect upon the date of the filing of the report 
thereof by the selectmen with the town clerk. 

Whenever the precincts are established or revised, the town clerk 
shall forthwith give written notice thereof to the secretary of the 
Commonwealth, stating the number and designation of the precincts. 

The provisions of the general laws relating to precinct voting at 
elections, so far as the same are not inconsistent with this act, shall 
apply at all elections and primaries in the town upon the establishment 
of voting precincts as hereinbefore provided. 

Section 2. The registered voters in every precinct established 
under this act, shall, at the next ensuing annual town election held 
after the acceptance of this act, and at the first ensuing annual town 
election following any precinct revision and conformably to the laws 
relative to elections not inconsistent with this act, elect by ballot as 
nearly as maybe three per cent of the voters in the precinct, who shail 
be known as elected town meeting members. . As nearly as may be one 
third of them shall be elected for the term of one year, one third for 
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the term of two years and one third for the term of three years from 
the day of said annual town meeting. 

And thereafter, except as otherwise provided herein, at each annual 
town election the voters of each precinct in the town shall, in like 
manner, elect as nearly as may be one per cent of their number to be 
town meeting members of the town for the term of three years, and 
shall at such election fill for the expired term or terms any vacancies 
then existing in the number of town meeting members in their respec- 
tive precincts. 

Upon every revision of the precincts, or of any of them, the terms 
of office of all town meeting members from every such revised precinct 
shall cease upon the election of their successors, and at the first ensu- 
ing annual town election there shall be an entirely new election of 
town meeting members in every precinct so revised, as well as in any 
new precinct or precincts established. 

The town clerk shall, after every election of town meeting mem- 
bers, forthwith notify every member by mail of his election. 

Section 3. Any town meeting held under the provisions of this 
act, except as otherwise provided herein, shall, after the first 
election held under this act, be limited to the voters elected under 
section two together with the following, designated as town meeting 
members at large; namely, any members of the general court of the 
Commonwealth from the town, the moderator, the town clerk, the 
selectmen, the town treasurer, the town counsel, the town collector of 
taxes, the town accountant, the chairman of the board of assessors, the 
chairman of the school committee, the chairman of the trustees of the 
Morse Institute, the chairman of the trustees of the Morse Hospital, 
the chairman of the board of health, the chairman of the park com- 
mission, the chairman of the board of public works, the tree warden, 
the chairman of the planning board, the chairman of the overseers of 
the poor, the chairman and secretary of the advisory committee and 
chairman of any board of town officers hereinafter constituted by law 
or by the acts of the town. 

The town clerk shall notify the town meeting members of the 
time and place at which town meetings are to be held, the notices to be 
sent by mail at least seven days before the meeting. 

The town meeting members, as aforesaid, shall be the judges of the 
election and qualification of their members. 

A majority of the town meeting members shall constitute a quorum 
for doing business; but a less number may organize temporarily and 
may adjourn from time to time. 

Notice of every adjourned town meeting shall be posted by the 
town clerk in not less than four public places in the town, and he shall 
notify by mail the members of the town meeting of the adjournment 
at least twenty-four hours before the time of the adjourned town 
meeting. The notices shall state briefly the business to be acted upon 
at the meeting, and shall include notice of any proposed reconsideration. 


All town meetings shall be public. The town meeting members 
as such shall receive no compensation. Subject to such conditions as 
may be determined from time to time by the members of the repre- 
sentative town meeting, any voter of the town who is not a town meet- 
ing member may speak, but he shall not vote. 

A town meeting member may resign by filing a written resigna- 
tion with the town clerk, and his resignation shall take effect on the 
date of such filing. A town meeting member who removes from the 
town or from the precinct from which he was elected shall cease to be 


oi 


a town meeting member. The town clerk shall call the roll of the 
elected town meeting miembers at the beginning of each town meeting 
session and keep the record thereof. Upon the request of twenty town 
meeting members a roll call shall be taken on any vote. 

Section 4. Nomination of candidates for town meeting members 
to be elected under this act shall be made by nomination papers, which 
shall bear no political designation, and shall be signed by not less than 
ten registered voters of the precinct in which the candidate resides, 
and filed with the town clerk at least ten days before the election. No 
nomination shall be valid in respect to any candidate whose written 
acceptance is not thereon or attached thereto; provided however, that 
any town meeting member may become a candidate for re-election by 
giving a written notice thereof to the town clerk at least twenty days 
before such election. 

Section 5. The articles in the warrant for every town meeting, 
so far as they relate to the election of town officers, and town meeting 
members, as herein provided, referenda, and all matters to be acted 
upon and determined by ballot, shall be so acted upon and determined 
by the voters of the town in their respective precincts. 

All other articles in the warrant for any town meeting shall be 
acted upon and determined exclusively by town meeting members at 
a meeting to be held at such time and place as shall be set forth by the 
selectmen in the warrant for the meeting, subject to the referendum 
provided for by section eight. 

Section 6. A moderator shall be elected by the registered voters 
of the town by ballot at the first election for the choice of town meet- 
ing members and at each annual town election thereafter and_ shall 
serve as moderator of all town meetings, except as otherwise provided 
by law, until his successor is elected and qualified. 

If a moderator is absent, a moderator pro tempore may be elected 
by the town meeting members. 

Section 7. Any vacancy in the full number of town meeting 
members from any precinct may be filled until the next annual election 
by the remaining members of the precinct from among the voters 
thereof. . 

Upon petition therefor, signed by not less than ten town meeting 
members from the precinct, notices of the vacancy shall be promptly 
given by the town clerk to the remaining members from the precinct 
in which the vacancy or vacancies exist, and he shall call a special 
meeting of such members for the purpose of filling any vacancy. 

He shall cause to be mailed to each of such members, not less 
than four days before the time set for the meeting, a notice specifying 
the object and the time and place of the meeting. 

At the said meeting a majority of the members shall constitute a 
quorum, and they shall elect from their own number a chairman and a 
clerk. The choice to fill any vacancy shall be by ballot, and a majority 
of the votes cast shall be required for a choice. 


The chairman and clerk shall make a certificate of the choice and 
forthwith file the same with the town clerk, together with a written 
acceptance by the member or members so choosen, who shall there- 
upon be deemed elected and qualified a town meeting member or mem- 
bers, subject to the right of all the town meeting members to judge of 
the election and qualification of members as set forth in section three. 


Section 8. No vote passed at any representative town meeting 
under any article in the warrant, except a vote to adjourn or a vote 
for the temporary borrowing of money in anticipation of revenue or a 
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vote declared to be an emergency measure necessary for the immediate 
preservation of peace, health, safety or convenience of the town, shall 
become operative until the expiration of five days, exclusive of Sun- 
days and holidays, from the date of such vote. 

If, within said five days a petition signed by not less than one 
hundred voters of the town, containing their names and addresses as 
appearing on the voting list, is filed with the selectmen asking that the 
question or questions involved’ in such measure be submitted to the 
voters of the town at large, then the selectmen, after the expiration cf 
five days, shall forthwith call a special meeting for the sole purpose 
of presenting to the voters at large the question or questions so in- 
volved. 

The polls shall be opened at two o’clock in the afternoon and shail 
be closed not earlier than eight o’clock in the evening and all votes upon 
any questions submitted shall be taken by ballot, and a check list shall 
be used in the several precincts in the same manner as in the election 
of town officers. 

The questions submitted at the said town meeting shall be deter- 
mined by vote of a majority of the voters at large voting thereon. 

The questions so submitted shall be stated upon the ballot in the 
same language and form in which they were stated when presented to 
said representative town meeting by the moderator, and as they appear 
upon the records of said representative town meeting. If such petition 
be not filed within the said period of five days, the vote in the repre- 
sentative town meeting shall become operative and effective upon the 
expiration of said period, but not otherwise. 

Section 9. The Town of Natick, after the acceptance of this act, 
shall have the capacity to act through and to be bound by its said town 
meeting members, who shall, when convened from time to time as 
herein provided, constitute representative town meetings; and such 
representative town meetings shall exercise exclusively, so far as will 
conform to the provisions of this act, all powers vested in the municipal 
corporation. 

Action in. conformity with all provisions of law now or hereafter 
applicable to the transaction of town affairs in town meetings shall, 
when taken by any representative town meeting in accordance with the 
provisions of this act, have the same force and effect as if such action 
had been taken in a town meeting, open to all the voters of the town, 
as heretofore organized and conducted. 

Section 10. This act shall not abridge the right of the people of 
Natick to hold general meetings; nor shall this act confer upon any 
representative town meeting in the Town of Natick the power finally 
to commit the town to any measure affecting its municipal existance or 
changing its government, without the action thereon by the voters of 
the town at large, using the ballot and check list therefor. 


Section 11. The question of the acceptance of this act by the 
Town of Natick may be submitted to the registered voters of the town 
at any annual town election. 


The vote shall be by ballot, in accordance with the provisions of 
the general laws so far as the same shall be applicable and not incon- 
sistent herewith, in answer to the following questions, which shall be 
placed upon the official ballot used for the election of town officers. 

“Shall an act passed by the general court entitled ‘An act to pro- 
vide for precinct» voting, representative town meetings, town meeting 
members, a referendum and an annual moderator in the Town of 
Natick,’ be accepted by this town?” 
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And the affirmative votes of a majority of the registered voters 
of the town present and voting thereon shall be required for and shall 
determine its acceptance. 

So much of this act as authorizes its submission to the registered 
voters of the town shall take effect upon its passage; but this act shall 
not take further effect unless and until accepted by the town as herein 
provided.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts of the 
town of Natick for the period from January 1, 1924 to July 1, 1925, 
made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws. This report is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. 
Edward H. Fenton, Chief Examiner of this Division.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and ac- 
counts of the town of Natick for the period from January 1, 1924 to 
July 1, 1925, and submit the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town, were examined and checked with the books and records in the 
town treasurer’s office. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail for the period from January 1, 1919 to July 1, 1925, 
discrepancies being found aggregating $13,636.00. 

On June 15, 1925, an attempt was made to reconcile the cash in 
the office and in the bank with the cash balance as called for by the 
cash book. This reconciliation disclosed a discrepancy of $2,581.09. 
The attention of the treasurer was called to this and he admitted that 
he had been using the funds of the town for his personal use. The 
treasurer turned over to the examiner a memorandum of amounts 
taken from the town cash on various dates from December 8, 1915 to 
June 5, 1925, aggregating $7,556.00. 

In November and December, 1918, and January, 1920, the treasurer 
received three checks from the treasurer of Middlesex County aggre- 
gating $3,500.00. These checks were deposited in the bank to the credit 
of the town, but they were not charged on the cash book. In Decem- 
ber, 1924, the treasurer entered on the cash book, as a payment of 
interest on temporary loans, a fictitious credit of $1,475.00. This 
amount, together with the $3,500.00 received from the county of Mid- 
dlesex, had been deducted from the treasurer’s memorandum of 
amounts taken, leaving the amount shown on the memorandum as 
$2,581.00. 
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The examination disclosed the fact that during the year 1922 the 
treasurer drew seven checks for $200.00 each, ten checks for $100.00 
each, one check for $150.00 and one check for $30.00 payable to him- 
self, and at the end of the year a fictitious voucher for $2,580.00, as 
interest on temporary loans, was put through to cover the amount of 
the checks drawn. 

In 1923 the treasurer drew ave checks for $200.00 each and in 1924 
nine checks for $200.00 each payable to himself and credited the 
amounts on the books as interest on temporary loans. 

In 1925 the treasurer drew two checks for $200.00 each and three 
checks for $100.00 each payable to himself, and although these amounts 
were entered on the cash book, no postings had been made on the 
ledger, and the amount of these checks was in excess of the amount 
due the treasurer for services. 

In addition to his duties as treasurer, the general accounting 
records were kept by the treasurer, and he was thus able to manipulate 
the accounts without detection. 

In my report of an examination of the town’s accounts in 1915 I 
recommended the appointment of a town accountant, and I feel that 
if my recommendation had been adopted at that time the unfortunate 
conditions disclosed by the present examination would not have 
occurred. I would, therefore, strongly recommend that the town 
authorize the selectmen to appoint a town accountant in order that a 
proper check may be kept on the financial transactions of the town 
in the future. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash and a balance sheet showing the financial condition of 
the town July 1, 1925. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were checked in detail. 
The collections were compared with the payments to the treasurer as 
recorded on the treasurer’s books. The commitments were checked 
with the warrants; the abatements were verified with the assessors’ 
record of abatements granted; and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved to the controlling accounts in the treasurer’s ledger. 

A further verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
mailing notices to the persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money to the town, and from the replies received I am satisfied 
that the accounts as listed are correct. 

The assessors should, upon making an abatement, furnish the tax 
collector with a copy thereof in accordance with Chapter 18, Acts of 
1923. The accounting officer should also be notified, at stated periods, 
of the abatements granted. 

The books and accounts for the water and sewer charges were 
examined and the records of charges, collections and abatements were 
listed from the cards in the public works office. 

The collections and abatements, as recorded on the cards, were 
compared with the entries on the cash book, and the payments to the 
town treasurer were checked to the treasurer’s books. 

The cash on hand was verified and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and the necessary adjustments made. 


The treasurer’s ledger control for the water and sewer charges had 
been running for many years without being proved or checked, and in 
order to determine the amount of outstanding bills a great amount of 
checking was necessary. 

The town clerk’s records of dog licenses and fishing and hunting 
licenses were examined and payments to the county and State verified. 
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The receipts for fines, etc., of the Morse Institute Library were 
examined and the disbursements by the librarian were checked. The 
cash balance was proved with the cash on hand. The receipts and 
expenditures of the library treasurer from special funds were verified, 
and the cash on hand was proved with the bank statements. 

The financial records of the Leonard Morse Hospital were ex- 
amined at the hospital. The receipts were checked, the cash on hand 
was counted, and the payments to the treasurer of the hospital were 
verified by a comparison with his books. The accounts receivable of 
private cases remaining unpaid, aggregating $3,620.47, were listed on 
August 19, 1925, and found to be up to date. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Leonard Morse 
Hospital were examined and checked from January 1, 1925, as these 
accounts had been audited to December 31, 1924. 

The receipts to the hospital treasurer from the superintendent were 
checked with the records at the hospital, and the expenditures were 
verified by the approved bills on file and by the cancelled checks re- 
turned by the bank. 

The cash book was footed and the cash balance verified by recon- 
ciling the bank account with the bank statement. 

The records of the disbursing officer for soldiers’ relief were ex- 
amined, the disbursements were verified by the receipts on hand, and 
the cash balance was reconciled with the bank statement. 

The disbursing officer has the funds in the several appropriations 
transferred to his account, as required, and payments are made without 
the approval of the selectmen. 

I recommend that, in the future, payments for aid be made by the 
treasurer on payrolls which are approved by the selectmen, as is re- 
quired by Section 52 of Chapter 41 of the General Laws. 

The receipts at the town home for produce sold were examined and 
the payments to the treasurer were checked to the treasurer’s books. 
The records of charges billed by the Board of Public Welfare for aid 
rendered and for board at the town home were examined, the out- 
standing accounts were listed, and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified by a comparison with the treasurer’s books. 


The records of receipts from the sealer of weights and measures, 
from the fire and school departments, and from licenses issued by the 
selectmen and by the Board of Health, were examined and the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s books. 

The securities held as investments of the sinking funds and of the 
several trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer, the Board of 
Public Welfare, the treasurer of Leonard Morse Hospital, and the 
treasurer of the Morse Institute Library were personally examined, as 
were also the insurance policies on real estate recorded as security on 
mortgaged notes. The income was proved and the receipts and dis- 
bursements were examined and verified. 

Two registered town notes, belonging to one of the trust funds in 
the custody of the Board of Public Welfare, were misplaced but dupli- 
cate notes have been issued by the town treasurer. 

Abatements have been granted in excess of the overlays; there- 
fore, the assessors should assess taxes for the amount of such abate- 
ments in excess of the cverlays not otherwise provided for, as is re- 
quired by Section 23 of Chapter 59 of the General Laws. 

The surety bonds furnished by the departmental officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in 
proper form. No bond was furnished by the department of public 
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works, but arrangements have been made since the date of the audit 
to obtain one. 

Appended to this report are tables showing summaries of the tax, 
assessments and hospital accounts, together with tables of the trust and 
sinking funds. 

The balance sheet shows the town to be in a splendid financial con- 
dition. A book surplus should always be equal to the accounts receiv- 
able and against which no loan can be outstanding. 

Owing to the prompt collection of taxes, as is required by statute, 
the outstanding accounts receivable are considerably less than the 
surplus account. A portion of this surplus might be appropriated by 
the town to reduce the tax rate, or it might be appropriated for some 
town purpose and thus avoid the necessity of raising such an appro- 
priation either by taxation or by borrowing. A plan should be adopted 
which will gradually reduce the surplus account to a proper figure. 

It is far better to have a uniform tax rate than to have a rate that 
goes from one extreme to the other; and for the advantage to the tax- 
payer a fair and uniform tax rate should be maintained. 

For the co-operation received from the several town officials while 
making the audit I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, 
to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


January 4th, 1926. 

The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital beg leave to submit 
the Annual Report for the fiscal year of 1925 in which we record the 
important items of interest that have occurred since the last report 
was submitted. 

On May 14th the hospital lost one of its most devoted and loyal 
friends in the death of the Dean of the Staff, Dr. George A. Bancroft. 
The Trustees have caused the following resolutions to be spread upon 
the records. 


DR. GEORGE ANDREW BANCROFT 


George A. Bancroft was born in Lancaster, Mass., on 
July Ist, 1865 and died in Natick. on May 14th, 1925. His 
early education was gained in the public schools of Lan- 
caster; later preparing for and graduating from the Medi- 
cal School of Harvard University. For about two years 
he was connected with the Taunton Insane Asylum and 
was always intensely interested in diseases of the brain. 
In 1892 he located in South Natick and began the general 
practice of medicine, moving to Natick in September, 1893. 

As a physician, Dr. Bancroft was immediately and 
highly successful, his patients not only being from Natick 
and the surrounding towns, but from a constantly broad- 
ening territory. At his death he was recognized as one of 
the leading diagnoticians in Eastern Massachusetts. He 
was the Medical Examiner for the district. 

He especially loved children and young people. To 
the latter he was always a trusted friend and confident 
and a wise counselor aiding them not only by advice and 
opportunities, but in financial ways. In this last activity 
he had the most loyal support of many of his friends who 
were at all times willing to assist where he felt there was 
a need. The energy that was so characteristic of the man, 
his clear knowledge of his profession, his kindly and sym- 
pathetic disposition as well as the personal charm he 
possessed, contributed in no small measure towards the 
achieving of the high esteem in which he was held by his 
patients and friends whom he loved and by whom he was 
almost idolized. In the sick room he radiated good cheer 
and inspired courage and hope in the patient and in the 
family. 

Dr. Bancroft was made a member of the staff of the 
Leonard Morse Hospital on its opening, and at his death 
was its Dean. He freely gave of his time for lectures and 
for the care of sick employees, and by his influence in- 
duced many to contribute to the financial support of the 
hospital in its hours of need. 

It is fitting at this time that we, the Trustees, should 
pause to pay tribute to the memory of one to whom the 
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Leonard Morse Hospital is so deeply indebted. We are 
proud of the fact that he was connected with the institu- 
tion and we find in his life an inspiration for noble living 
and high endeavor. 

In all his dealings with the public as well as with the 
hospital he manifested the kindly consideration and gentle- 
ness always indicative of a gentleman. We shall miss Dr. 
Bancroft as we carry on. Be it, therefore, 

RESOLVED: ‘That’ we extend to his bereaved wife 
our sincere sympathy in her great loss, that this tribute 
be spread upon our records and that a copy be sent to Mrs. 
Bancroft. 


In June Miss Ada FE. Lander, the Superintendent, tendered her 
resignation and on July 15th she severed her connection with the 
hospital. The former Assistant Superintendent, Miss Celia Ferguson 
was made Acting Superintendent, and Miss Minnie Edwards was ap- 
pointed Assistant Superintendent. 

It should here be noted that both Miss Ferguson and Miss Ed- 
wards are graduates of the Leonard Morse Hospital. It is our feeling 
that both are giving excellent service, and that their work is being 
appreciated by the staff and the public. 

The following changes and additions to the Staff have been made: 
May 4th. Addition of George Homer Powers, M. D., 311 Beacon 

Street, Boston, Mass., as Consulting Surgeon. 
June Ist. Addition of C. Wesley Sewall, M. D., 510 Commonwealth 
Ave., Boston, Mass., as Obstetician. 
Addition of John J. Cochran, M. D., Natick, Mass., as. 
Assistant Physician. 
August 3rd. Advancement of Dr. Leonard B. Rowe to Attending 
Physician replacing the late Dr. George A. Bancroft. 
Advancement of Dr. James E. Vance to an Attending Hom- 
eopathic Physician. 
October 9th. Addition of Thomas Cuddy, M. D. as Assisting Physi- 
cian. 

Late in the summer the old horse drawn ambulance, which has. 
been used for so many years, was discarded and replaced by one motor 
driven. The new ambulance was furnished by the Robinson Automo- 
tive Corporation of Natick and has the body mounted on a Master Six 
Buick Chassis. It is being kept in the Central Fire Station and is 
driven only by regular drivers of the fire department. We wish here 
to record the helpful assistance which has been given the Trustees by 
Chief Neary and his assistants. 

As the Massachusetts Statutes have been changed so as to require 
a much more detailed and extended curriculum for nurses to be eligible 
for registration, the Trustees have followed the course which has been 
adopted by the hospitals of the size of the Leonard Morse Hospital 
and larger, and have employed an instructor to do the teaching former- 
ly done by the Superintendent and the Assistant Superintendent. Miss 
Evelyn Publicover, formerly operating nurse at the Boston City Hos- 
pital, has been employed for this purpose and began her duties on 
November 13th, 1925. 

In November a most interesting regional meeting of physicians 
and surgeons of Natick, Framingham, Marlboro, Wayland and other 
surrounding towns was held at the hospital. 

We wish to take this opportunity to record our appreciation of the 
work which is being done by the Acting Superintendent, the Assistant 
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Superintendent and the Dietitian, Nurses and other employees. We 
hope that their labors have been appreciated. We feel that Natick 
aaa be proud of the equipment and the character of the work per- 
ormed.

To the Board of Selectmen and Voters 


We herewith present the fifth annual report of the Board of Public 
Works. 

We feel that it will be conceded that the roads of Natick have been 
maintained in very good condition during the past year. With the 
financial assistance of the State and County, Glen Street has been 
drained and. rebuilt from Pleasant Street to the Dover line and is now 
a reasonably broad and good road which if treated with oil or tar as 
needed to preserve the surface will last for years. 

South Avenue should be rebuilt from Main to Dewey Streets. The 
easterly end is narrow and the traffic is considerable. 

The matter of sidewalks is still an unsatisfactory one. Five thou- 
sand dollars was appropriated last year. This amount necessarily must 
cover the cost of building granolithic, and cinder or gravel sidewalks 
and the repairing of all sidewalks. 

One-half the amount expended for granolithic sidewalks is charged 
to the abuttors and ultimately is returned to the Town Treasury so 
that out of the amount appropriated not over two-fifths of the appro- 
priation is actually expended by the Town for granolithic sidewalks. 
This fact should be considered when making the appropriation which 
should be as generous as conditions will allow. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 


The old cement-lined main on Union Street from the reservoir to 
South Natick, which had been in service more than fifty years and 
the condition of which had become a menace to the system, has been 
relaid with cast iron pipe, for which a grant was voted at the last 
annual meeting. 
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A twelve inch cast iron main has been laid on Pond Street, extend- 
ing through Maple Street and Washington Avenue nearly to Summer 
Street and it is expected will be extended this year through Summer 
and Main Streets to Central Street. 

The matter of replacing the cement-lined mains is absolutely nec- 
essary owing to the age and condition of most of the pipe, if we would 
avoid useless cost of repair work due to frequent breaks and the 
potential hazard of a serious break during a fire. 

There are several streets in outlying districts fed by small cement- 
lined mains in one direction only and therefore not on circulation, 
although a few hundred feet distant are dead end mains fed from the 
opposite direction. These mains should be joined giving a larger 
hydrant volume ad allowing in case of a break, the service to be main- 
tained on part of the main, by the closing of a gate. 

In the Wellesley Park District, the increased number of dwellings 
require better fire protection necessitating more hydrants and larger 
mains. When the twelve inch main on South Avenue was laid, it was 
anticipated that a twelve inch main would later be laid through Hayes, 
Lincoln and probably East Streets to South Main Street, thus looping 
about the congested district with a large main and sufficient hydrants 
to afford ample fire protection as far as water supply is concerned. 
This of course is expensive but it probably never will be done more 
cheaply than at this time. 

Unfortunately, neither our water or sewer system when installed, 
provided for replacement. No project can properly be called self-sup- 
porting which does not so arrange its income or revenue that it will, 
in addition to maintenance, provide a fund for replacement. 

It is strongly recommended that provision should be made for a 
grant each year of a specified sum for replacement. 

It is also strongly urged that the net revenue from the Water 
Department when turned into the Town Treasury, after providing for 
liabilities and interest, should be set aside for Water Department needs 
of the above nature. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 


The State Board of Health has on various occasions since 1916 
called attention to the fact that our filter beds were not functioning 
satisfactorily ; that the effluent from the beds was deteriorating; that 
the drainage from the plant of the Natick Box and Board Company, 
although filters had been installed, still held much organic matter in 
solution which of course the filters could not retain. As a consequence 
the people living on the northerly end of Washington Avenue and on 
Lake Street, were subjected to serious annoyance during warm weather 
by the odors from this drainage before it entered Lake Cochituate. 

The State Board of Health therefore requested that additional 
filter beds be provided in order that the Natick Box & Board Company 
might divert its drainage to our sewer system. 

There was a question whether the present beds if operating as they 
should, would not care for this additional sewage. At the Annual 
Meeting in 1925, five thousand dollars was appropriated to rebuild 
some of the beds. This amount it was estimated would take care of 
four or five beds. Three of the beds have been excavated, the drainage 
tile either cleaned out or replaced with new, stone filled in around the 
tiles, and the beds reconstructed. The result attained is very satis- 
factory and it is thought that the desired end may be attained by the 
rebuilding of the remaining beds. 
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With the reconstruction of the remaining beds this year, the sys- 
tem will be able to care for the drainage from the Natick Box & Board 
Company and that the effluent from the filter beds will meet the ap- 
proval of the State Board of Health. 

In order to do this satisfactorily, the work when begun should 
be carried through to completion at one time rather than spread over 
several years. 

The theory of intermittent filtration is that the sewage should be 
supplied to the bed and be allowed to filter through the ground. Suf- 
ficient time should then be allowed to elapse before more sewage is 
applied for air to enter the ground to the level of the underdrain. 
This allows the bacteria in the beds to destroy the organic matter and 
the bed is ready to function when more sewage is applied. Otherwise 
the bed clogs and deteriorates rapidly. 

It is not economical therefore to reconstruct a few beds and then 
overwork them, which we may be obliged to do owing to protracted 
wet weather. | 

The sewer on Forest Street, built previous to the creation of the 
Board of Public Works, has failed to drain properly and this year it 
became necessary to entirely relay the pipe. 

For details we refer you to the report of our superintendent.

GENERAL 


In submitting this report to you and the citizens of Natick, very 
satisfactory results have been obtained by each department. The 
amount of work finished by the departments is in excess of any done 
in previous years. The improved condition of the roads throughout 
the town is noticeable. In the future we will be able to give more 
attention to those in the outlying districts. 

The water and sewer divisions have been very active this year as 
will be seen under their report. 

The new fireproof building to house the Public Works Depart- 
ment is almost finished, and is now occupied by the Departments. 

It is a pleasure to state that this part of the building above the 
basement was drawn and planned by your engineer and superintendent 
and built entirely by the employees of the Public Works. The lighting 
and heating by town contractors. 

Nothing was let out to contract this past year, and because of that 
we were able to employ a larger number of Natick men, thus helping 
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to relieve an unemployment situation that was bad in Natick this past 
year.

As 90 per cent of the roads in Natick are either gravel or earth 
the principal requirements to keep them in any shape is drainage, 
and it should be adequate, rapid and thorough therefore in the remarks 
below drainage is one of the principal items.

CONSTRUCTION 


West Central Street from M. T. Hall’s to Cemetery Street and 
North Main Street from the B. and A. bridge to Cochituate Street 
were the only two pieces of asphalt Macadam constructed the past year. 
The section on West Central Street was 675 feet long and averaged 33 
feet in width. West Central Street from Washington Avenue to Ceme- 
tery Street with a little care should wear a number of years. 


North Main Street from Main Street bridge to Cochituate Street 
is 400 feet long and 36 feet wide. The grade was raised in this section 
to conform with a high sidewalk on the east side against the low one 
on the West side. 


Glen Street from Pleasant Street to the Dover line a distance of 
8,000 feet was a State and County aid job. Every spring this street was 
impassable at times and the greatest problem here was drainage. 
Several hundred acres of land covered with springs and brooks with an 
elevation much higher than the road lies east of Glen Street, there- 
fore after every heavy rain the material was washed away leaving the 
street in a dangerous condition. With the assistance of a State 
engineer a drainage system was laid out that works very satisfactory.

Between certain stations the grade was raised 30 inches and there 
is at least 12 inches of gravel thru out the entire length. The street 
was built 20 feet wide and the shoulders were filled with gravel. 


Seven thousand cubic yards of gravel were used and as the nearest 
pit was four miles distance it cost considerable to truck it on the job. 


Twelve hundred feet of guard rail was built on the embankments. 


The surface was treated with a Tarva B binder and with a light 
application this coming year, Glen Street with light treatments will 
need slight attention for a number of years. 


Circular Avenue constructed under the provisions of the Better- 
ment Law was a gravel job 1,000 feet in length. The sub soil at cer- 
tain stations being of a wet substance it had to be excavated to a depth 
of 30 inches. Seven hundred ten feet of 10 inch drain was laid and 
6 catch basins constructed in the street. 


Whittier Road in East Natick was constructed under the same 
conditions as Circular Avenue and is 1,170 feet long. Nine hundred 
sixty feet of 10 inch drain pipe was laid and 8 catch basins constructed. 
With a little shaping and treated with a binder this coming year these 
two streets will be well cared for. 

Wellesley Avenue accepted as were the former two was half fin- 
ished when the year ended but will be finished as soon as the weather 
permits. 

Two thousand dollars was spent on Cottage Street from Marinof- 
sky’s to the southern end of the swamp. One thousand dollars of this 
money was a special appropriation and the other one thousand was 
taken from the general appropriation. While this street is in fair 
shape it is very narrow and would recommend an appropriation the 
coming year to widen it where necessary. 


Maintenance 

In the construction and maintenance of streets work was com- 
menced early in the spring as the weather permitted. Roads were 
scraped, rolled and 90 per cent of them were treated with a bituminous 
covering before June 1 assuring a hard surface the greater part of the 
year. 

All open ditches, culverts and pipes carrying surface drainage 
were kept clean and all catch basins cleaned when necessary. 

Over 32 miles of streets were treated with a bituminous material 
during the year 1925. 

The following tables below will show what streets were treated 
and the different materials used. The letters L, H, and T refer 
respectively to Light Oil, Heavy Oil and Tar.

You will notice in Table five item “Run of Bank’, is much greater 
than in former years which is accounted for by constructing three 
gravel streets, namely Glen Street, Whittier Road and Circular Avenue. 

The following table seeks to indicate in a general way the results 
obtained .from expenditures under both construction and maintenance 
since the organization of your Board. The term permanent refers to 
streets with a crushed stone base course of three or more inches, and 
a two and a half to three inch crushed stone wearing surface bound 
with heavy bituminous material; while semi-permanent refers to streets 
with either a good gravel or crushed stone surface treated with light or 
medium bituminous binder and showing an ability to stand up under 
ordinary traffic for several years with no other work than occasional 
patching and bituminous treatments every year or two.

SIDEWALKS AND CURBS 


Construction 


1,900 lin. ft. of granolithic sidewalk; 414 ft. of granolithic curb was 
constructed, and 241 ft. of granite’ curbing was reset during 1925. The 
work being done by the employees of the Department. 

Over 7,000 ft. of walks was repaired with gravel or stone dust. 

The funds for repairing the Tar concrete sidewalks as well as the 
granolithic and gravel walks was taken from the special appropriation ; 
“Sidewalk extensions and repairs.” 

As the Tar concrete walks thru out the town are deteriorating very 
fast would recommend a liberal appropriation the coming year for 
granolithic walks. 


BRIDGES, CULVERTS AND DRAINS 


Beginning at the junction of Park Avenue a drain was laid 1890 
feet easterly in Bacon Street and 10 catch basins constructed. ‘The 
first 600 feet of pipe laid was 12 inches in size and the remainder 10 
inches. The existing material being of hard pan it was not used to 
refill. The ditch over the pipe was covered with stone within 6 inches 
of the top which will take care of a great amount of water that will 
leak thru in this kind of soil. Adding some gravel and oil this year 
a bad condition will be taken care of in this locality. 

300 feet of 15 inch drain was laid from Spring Street to Pegan 
Brook in Middlesex Avenue and five catch basins constructed. This 
drain replaces an old stone culvert which has been giving considerable 
trouble for years. 

215 feet of 18 inch drain, 185 feet of 8 inch drain was laid and 
6 catch basins was constructed in Willow Street. Beginning at the 
Standard Oil Company’s property the 8 inch pipe connects with the 
brook that flows thru the B. & A. R. R. yards and from this point the 
18 inch pipe was laid 20 feet east of North Main Street. 

350 feet of 10 inch drain and 3 catch basins were constructed in 
Washington Street from Pegan Brook on South Avenue to Court 
Street. This drain relieves a bad condition that existed in the spring 
months in front of the theatre and stores. The surface water before 
had to flow from Hayes Street down East Central and Washington 
Streets to an outlet on South Avenue. 

260 feet of 10 inch pipe and 3 catch basins was constructed in Shat- 
tuck and Washington Streets which will care for the surface water 
that washed gullies in Shattuck Street continually. 

100 feet of 36 inch reinforced concrete pipe and 1 catch basin was 
constructed off West Central Street thru the Davis and Stevens pro- 
perty. This work was one under the Betterment Law. 

Pegan Brook beginning at the culvert on Union Street was graded 
to where the force main crosses; from that point across East Central 
Street it was excavated to the ‘depth of the footings of the culvert 
that crosses East Central Street. Lowering this drain and culvert 
should be worked in conjuction with the State, Town and abutters. 

Sawin Street drain which was started in 1924 was finished early 
last spring. It was drained to Highland Street with 10, 12 and 15 
inch pipe and basins. There is such a steep grade on this street it was 
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necessary to bring the gutters to grade with a mixed patch which has 
worked out very satisfactory. 

During the year 1925, 8,786 feet of drain was laid and 45 new 
catch basins constructed, and the conditions of these streets. after 
heavy rains it can readily be seen that drainage is the most essential 
part of road building. 

Marion, Main, Cochituate and Washington Street bridges over the 
B. & A. R. R. Tracks were repaired the past year, the latter two were 
constructed of five inch penetration macadam and the other two of 
plank. The planks on Marion Street and Washington Avenue bridges 
were treated with a hot asphalt which will preserve and help the wear- 
ing surface. 

2,000 feet of new fences were built, and several hundred feet of 
old ones repaired. ‘The new fences were painted twice. 

SNOW AND ICE 

The snow storms were just wet enough the past year so that they 
needed only one ploughing. A far better showing can be made with 
this kind of storm than one that is dry and drifts. The new Sterling 
truck equipped with a plow will take the place of the State truck 
which is almost useless in heavy work. 


PLANT AND EQUIPMENT 


A new Sterling 3% ton truck was purchased by the department 
the past year and has given very satisfactory results. During the past 
year the Highway Division paid out $3,200 on truck and team rental 
therefore it can readily be seen the new truck was a good investment 
for the town. The second hand tractor purchased three years ago was 
turned in for a new one which was equipped with a grader and proved 
its worth on maintenance work. An Ingersol-Rand portable air com- 
pressor was added to the equipment and used by the Water, Sewer 
and Highway Divisions. The work it performed the past year drilling 
ledges, trench digging and the breaking up of pavements more than 
paid for the machine. 

The following streets are the ones I recommend improving the 
coming year. 

South Avenue thru its entire length. 

Union Street from Burks’ to P. Murphy’s. 

Pitts Street thru its entire length. 

Spring Street from Summer Street to existing catch basin in front 

of Dr. Rowe’s, West Central Street. 

South Main Street and Curve Street Drainage 

Pond Street from Quince to Cemetery Street. 

Cottage, widen from Marinofsky’s to Everett Street. 

Grove and North Main Street Drainage. 

Webster Street thru its entire length. 

Sheridan Street, Avon Street to End. 

Farwell Street. 

That ample funds be provided for co-operating with State and 
County aid roads, namely: Eliot Street, from Eliot Square to Sherborn 
line; Speen Street, from Framingham line to Sherborn line; Hartford 
Street from Framingham line to Worcester Street; Oak Street, from 
Wayland Line to Oak Street. 

On the present foundation at the corner of Middlesex Avenue and 
Spring Street which was construction last year a first story was 
added 100x40x11 feet fire-proof thru out. This floor space will care for 
the water and sewer divisions including a first class testing and repair 
room planned and laid out by Mr. William Leahy, assistant superin- 
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tendent of the water and sewer division. ‘The above departments are 
already quartered there and by early spring the offices of the Depart- 
ment wil be cared for. The trucks of the Department are housed in 
the basement which is steam heated. It is some relief especially to 
the drivers to start their trucks in a warm garage after having cared 
for them in open sheds. 

At first thought it was intended to let the building out to contract 
and as it had to be advertised in the papers it was possible some out 
of town contractors would get the contract and use his own help 
instead of hiring local labor. As your engineer and superintendent 
has had considerable experience in concrete construction it was decided 
to do it with employees of the department. 

The first story has an area of 44,000 cubic feet and as first class 
construction costs 40 cents per cubic foot and $10,800 being the ap- 
propriation for this purpose the saving as well as giving the work to 
local help was a big asset to the town. 

W. M. Todd of Summer Street who was the lowest bidder on the 
plumbing and heating installed a low pressure steam heating plant 
with an Ideal Water tube boiler manufactured by the American 
Radiator Company with a rated capacity of 3,150 square feet. and a 
grate area 7.50 square feet and is giving satisfactory results. 

The shed and stable constructed in the rear of the main building 
was built of concrete block and will partly house the equipment of the 
highway division. 

The housing of the three Divisions and offices centralized under one 
plant will bring far better results in the future.

There have been 7 stoppages during the year, all due to roots of 
trees, none of them serious. 


MAIN SYSTEM 


The following data will serve to illustrate the amount of main 
sewer extensions during the past year. 


Circular Avenue 8 in. 905 linear ft. at $3.69 
Roxbury Avenue 8 in. 687 linear ft. at 3.24 
Forest Street 8 in. 414 linear ft. at 2.25 
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School Street 8 in. 67 linear ft. at 1.68 
Shattuck Street 8 in. 32 linear ft. at 2.20 


Cost of the above extensions will be found in the financial report. 
The whole sewer system was thoroughly flushed during the past season. 

The Forest Street sewer was relaid for a distance of 414 feet. The 
original sewer was laid two years before the Board of Public Works 
was established. When this sewer was laid only two or three houses 
were connected with the sewer. During the past two years several 
new houses have been connected! With this increased amount of 
sewage, the main sewer has given considerable trouble, due to not 
having been laid to a proper grade. It is assumed that the sewer was 
laid without grades established by an engineer. 

Elevations were taken on the sewer in several places and the grade 
was found to be in the opposite direction from which it was intended. 

To remove the unsanitary condition that existed the sewer had to 
be relaid almost the entire length at a cost of $934.20. Had the Sewer 
Department employed an engineer to establish grades the Public Works 
Department would not have been called upon to expend this large 
amount of money. 

The construction of the Circular Avenue sewer has relieved the 
unsanitary condition caused by cesspools overflowing during the wet 
seasons. 

A great amount of ground water, soft clay and quicksand was 
encountered from South Main Street east for a distance of about 200 
feet. Only a short section of trench could be opened at a time which 
caused considerable trouble and additional expense. Through this 
section the sewer pipe was laid on a gravel foundation to prevent settle- 
ment. The trench was excavated one foot or more below grade and 
backfilled with gravel. 

On account of the high ground water elevation in this street, the 
main sewer and about 12 feet of each lateral was constructed of uni- 
versal cast iron pipe. This type of joint will eliminate any leakage of 
ground water into the system. 


PUMPING STATION 


The station and equipment are in good condition. The steam driven 
pump was in operation 32 days during the past year. The remainder 
of the year the electric driven centrifugal pump was in operation. 

For detailed report of Pumping Station attention is called to the 
following Table 2. 

On Table 1 the month of September is chosen as a standard as the 
sewage pumped is the lowest percentage of water pumped. It is as- 
sumed that there was no leakage into the system during September, 
thence, the percentage of water pumped to sewage pumped (58%) is 
used as a standard. 

To save space the columns are lettered as follows: 

A—Water pumped in million gallons 

B—Sewage pumped in million gallons 

C—Relation of sewage pumped to water pumped 

D—Percentage of excess sewage pumped to water pumped 

E—Excess sewage pumped in million gallons 

F—‘“‘Fuel Equivalent” cost of pumping 1 million gallons sewage 

H—Excess “Fuel Equivalent” cost of pumping sewage due to leakage 
of ground water into sewage system

FORCE MAIN 


The force main has continued to give excellent service no repairs 
being necessary. 


FILTRATION AREA 


The working of the filter beds to full capacity during past years 
demonstrated that a large improvement was needed in the filtration 
area. During the past season, all the 3 inch lateral under drains in 3 
of the filter beds were removed. A mixture of fine sand and clay was 
found packed so hard in and around the joints that it was almost im- 
possible for water arriving at the joints to find a passage way to the 
main drain. This condition caused the sewage to remain on the beds 
several weeks before being disposed of. 

The lateral drains were replaced and covered with screened gravel 
to depth of 6 to 12 inches. The remainder of the trench was filled with 
a good grade of sand. The under drains in the 3 beds are now in ex- 
cellent condition. 

The total amount expended on this work was $2,886.57. It is 
advised that an appropriation be made this year to improve the under 
drains in the remaining filter beds. 

If the remaining filter beds are not improved and the three im- 
proved beds are in continual operation to care for excess sewage, this 
large volume of sewage may impair the under drains in the three filter 
beds mentioned above.

PUMPING STATION 


The station and equipment are in good condition and with two 
pumping units each unit capable of more than the maximum consump- 
tion. No unusual outlay for equipment will be needed for a number 
of years. 

The house occupied by the engineer and assistant has received a 
much needed coat of paint.

FORCE MAIN AND RESERVOIR | 


All gates in the force main have been inspected. No repairs being 
necessary.

DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 


The past vear has been one of great activity in the construction 
of mains and house services. About 9,387 feet of mains have been 
extended or relaid, and 130 additional services have been laid. 

The most important construction this year was on Union Street. 
A 12 inch cast iron main was laid from the Morse Hospital entrance 
to Eliot Square, a distaonce of 5,625 feet, replacing an old ten inch 
cement lined main. A large number of breaks have occurred on this 
line during previous years. When this line was out of commission, 
South Natick was almost wholly without fire protection. The only other 
source of supply to South Natick is through a four inch pipe on Rock- 
land Street. The carrying capacity of this line for fire protection 
would be very small by reason of its great length. 


With a cast iron main from the reservoir to Glen Street we feel 
that fire protection for this part of the town will be greatly improved. 


The replacement of the cement lined main from Maple Street to 
Main Street near South Avenue mentioned m last year’s report was 
relaid during the past season from corner of Maple and Pond Streets 
to the corner of West Central Street and Washington Avenue, a dis- 
tance of about 600 feet. It is advised that an appropriation be made 
this year to complete this work. 


Table 3 accompanying this report gives detailed information of the 
construction activities of this division during the year, while the fin- 
ancial report gives total costs. 


Unit costs including stcck, material, labor, all appurtenances in- 
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volved, short connections with existing lines at intersections, and 
necessary service connections as follows: 


12 inch per lin. ft. $4.82 
8 inch per lin. ft. ; 2.91 
6 inch per lin. ft. 2.24 
2 inch per lin. ft. 0.95 


All gates in the system have been inspected and gates operated, 
repairs being made, and gate boxes raised to surface of street where 


necessary.

Cast iron mains, 3, cost of repairs about 100.00 
Gates repaired, 2, cost of repairs about 40.00 
Hydrant broken by automobile, 1, cost of repairs about 40.00 


HYDRANTS 


While reference to Table 2 gives general information regarding 
hydrants it might be well to go into a little more detail for the 
benefit of the Fire Department. 

Additional hydrants have been installed, one on Circular Avenue 
about 400 feet east of Cottage Street, one on Union Street about 850 
feet north west of Woodland Street, one on Overbrook Terrace about 
300 feet north of Worcester Street. 

Old Hydrants have been replaced by new with slight change of 
location in six cases.

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ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


To the Voters of the Town of Natick: 


In accordance with your instruction at the annual Town meeting 
we have considered the question of drainage on Kinsman Place, Grove 
Street, Beacon Street, and Parkman Street. 

We have submitted plans (No. 51 to 55) which shows a system of 
drainage for the water shed area extending from Walnut Street to 
Park Avenue and Bacon Street south to North Main Street. This 
system will start at the existing culvert under the Boston and Albany 
Railroad tracks about 250 ft. north of Washington Street, crossing 
North Main Street at this point and extending southerly on North Main 
Street to Kinsman Place, and continue from this point easterly on 
Grove Street to the east side of Winnemay Street; this drain will act 
as an intercepting drain for Parkman Street, Beacon Street, Grove 
Street, Kinsman Place, exisiting drain on Park Avenue and future 
development on Charles Street, Arthur Street, and Chestnut Street, as 
shown on key plan of proposed drainage. 

With the existing drain on Park Avenue and the proposed drains 
mentioned, there is a question as to the ability of the exisiting old drain 
leading from North Main Street to Washington Avenue to carry the 
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large volume of water it would be called upon to carry in time of 
extreme flood if this proposed drainage system is constructed. During 
the wet season this old drain is carrying very near its full capacity. 

As this old drain is on private property it would seem advsiable 
to construct an intercepting drain as shown on (Plan No. 51) to care 
for the surface water in the above mentioned water shed. 


SOUTH MAIN STREET DRAIN 


The question of covering or relocating the open drain on South Main 
Street has been considered. 

We have submitted plans (No. 56 and 57) which shows the location 
‘and grade of proposed drain. Plan No. 56 involves the construction of 
about 1,625 feet of concrete drain. Plan No. 57 the construction of 
about 930 feet additional concrete drain and excluding 325 feet of 
concrete drain shown on plan No. 56 

I will attempt to explain the reason for selecting this location, 
and for abandoning the existing covered drain extending from South 
Main Street westerly and southerly to Floral Avenue. 

The drainage system in the Morse Street section of the town has 
given considerable trouble during the winter and early spring, due to 
having been laid with a very slight cover. A large part of this drain 
having only about one foot cover. It may be readily seen that on a 
warm day when the ice and snow is melting on the surface, that when 
this water reaches the drain pipe that is incased in frozen ground, this 
water will again form ice, increasing until the drain is a solid mass of 
ice. 

With heavy rains under the above condition the drains in this sec- 
tion are out of commission. The water will overflow the sidewalks 
making the section almost impassable. Also flooding cellars as has 
happened many times in the past. 

As shown on Plan No. 56 the grade at the north end of the pro- 
posed drain is two feet below the present concrete culvert with this 
additional two feet carried through to the Morse Street drain, in the 
existing open brook. The drain on Morse Street may then be lowered 
two feet, this additional two feet cover will eliminate the above 
mentioned trouble in this section. 

Plan No. 56 shows the drain extending from South Main Street 
at Cottage Street to the existing culvert on South Main Street, south 
of Curve Street. 

If this plan is approved the drain may be constructed during the 
coming year from the south end, northerly a distance of 735 feet. 

Plan No. 57 if approved would abandon the existing open brook 
extending through private property from South Main Street to Curve 
Street near High Street, and construct a concrete drain on Curve Street 
from High Street to South Main Street, and continuing northerly as 
shown on Plan No. 56. Under this plan the drain could be constructed 
the first year from High Street to the culvert on South Main Street 
north of Walcott Street.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE IN RE: 
METROPOLITAN SEWER CONNECTION 


To the Voters of the Town of Natick: 


At the annual Town Meeting in March, 1925, under article 84 of 
the warrant it was voted that a committee of five be appointed to con- 
sider and report upon the advisability of taking steps toward disposing 
of the sewage of the Town through the Metropolitan sewer rather than 
by the present system of intermittent filtration. 

The Committee found that as Natick is not included in the Metro- 
politan District of sewerage, a special act of the Legislature would 
be required to enable it to dispose of its sewage in this manner. 

It was also found that when Wellesley decided to enter the Metro- 
politan, system, a branch sewer was constructed by the State joining 
that part of the system passing through the Town of Dedham. This 
branch extends in a westerly direction passing through Needham to the 
Wellesley Town Line at its southerly side at a point about one mile 
from South Natick. This branch was estimated to have sufficient 
capacity to care for the sewage of Wellesley until 1940. 

The Town of Needham originally not included in the Metropolitan 
area, has since then been granted the right to enter this branch sewer. 
This additional flow into the branch must shorten the time in which 
the capacity of the sewer will be reached, so that if the original esti- 
mate was correct its capacity will be reached before 1940. 

This point of entering the Metropolitan system one mile from South 
Natick is many miles nearer than any other and is really the only 
available point as the system exists today. 

The yearly rental cost for discharging the sewage of Natick into 
the Metropolitan System would probably be about $10,000. The charge 
or rental is based upon two factors, population and valuation of the 
Town. 

The Town of Wellesley we understand paid in 1924 for rental, 
about $17,000. The valuation of Natick being less than Wellesley the 
cost is estimated at about $10,000. 

All sewer systems depend upon gravity flow of the sewage, either 
to an outlet or to a collection chamber from which it is pumped to the 
place of disposal. The sewer system of Natick was designed to dis- 
charge by gravity to the collection chambers, or cisterns at the pump- 
ing station on West Central Street near Lake Cochituate, from which 
it is pumped to the filter beds on the south side of Worcester Street. 

It is manifestly impracticable to change the grade of all the sewers 
in Natick, consequently in order to enter the Metropolitan System the 
sewerage must be pumped from the pumping station on West Central 
Street to South Natick and to the Metropolitan branch sewer at the 
Wellesley-Needham line, a distance of approximately three miles. 

The advantage gained by this connection would be the elimination 
of the filter beds on Worcester Street and their cost of maintenance. 
As regards the nuisance of sewage odors in this vicinity, it would be 
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only partly overcome as long as Framingham maintained its present 
filtering system. 

Probably no appreciably advantage would accrue to South Natick 
by the change, as it is doubtful if the sewerage of this section could flow 
by gravity to the Needham-Wellesley line. Of course this sewage 
could not enter the force main above referred to, against the pumping 
pressure. 

Against the above are the costs of the change, three miles of force 
main from the pumping station to the Metropolitan sewer. The force 
mains would probably be twenty to twenty-four inches and would 
probably cost from $30,000 to $40,000 per mile, or from $90,000 to 
$120,000. Greater pumping capacity would be required owing to the 
greater head to be eer ea against the total costs therefore may be 
expected to be above $150,000 

It should be remembered that in 1926, $75,000 of the old sewer 
debt must be paid, this being the last large item of sewer indebtedness. 

According to the Town Report of 1925 the total cost of sewer 
Maintenance for 1924 was $15,130.33 exclusive of Construction charges 
and the partial expense of new pump. Of this amount $4,416.50 was 
the cost of maintenance of the filter beds. 

The savings therefore to be expected by the change would be this 
item of $4,416.50. On the other hand the interest charges on the pro- 
posed cost, $150,000 at 41%4 per cent, would be $6,750.00 or an increase 
over the cost of caring for the filter beds of $2,333.50 yearly. This 
increase plus the estimated rental of $10,000 would be $12,333.50 plus 
the maintenance cost, based on the cost of 1924, would be $27,463.83 as 
against $19,888.61 total cost of present sewer system for 1924. As the 
total receipts for sewer rentals for 1924 were $24,728.18 and the dis- 
bursements $19,888.61 there was paid to the Town Treasurer net earn- 
ings of $4,839.57. Under the proposed change there would be a deficit 
of $2,735.65 which would have to be cared for by the tax levy. Should 
Worcester Street be rebuilt by the State Commission which has had this 
matter under consideration for several years, it is possible that public 
policy might require the removal of all sewer beds at this location. 

Under these conditions it is possible that State assistance might be 
granted to the towns in changing to the Metropolitan Sewage System 
when they would be required to do so. 

Until such time your committee is of the opinion that it would be 
unwise to seek authority from the Legislature to change our present 
system and increase the indebtedness of the Town and its present high 
tax rate.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Natick: 

We beg to submit herewith the reports made to us by the Treasurer 
and the Librarians of the Main and Young People’s Libraries as the 
principal part of our annual report. The account of the expenditure 
of the town appropriation will be found in the report of the Town 
Accountant. We have this year omitted to report the list of new 
books added to the Library. These lists have been printed heretofore 
to serve the purpose of a catalog, but the limited use made of them by 
the patrons of the Library did not seem to justify the expense of 
printing. 

For the fourth year we thank the Trustees of the Walnut Hill 
School for another gift to the Town of two thousand dollars, which 
has been added to the Building Improvement Fund. The working 
plans and specifications for the addition to the library building, out- 
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lined in our report for 1921, will be completed early next year, so that 
complete estimates may be submitted to the town in our next annual 
report. 

The growth and use of the library have been more and more 
hampered by cramped quarters for the past twenty years. The pro- 
posed alterations and additions will double the present facilities and 
permit much better and more efficient service. During recent years the 
insistent call for school construction and the high cost of building 
have kept your trustees from pressing the needs of the library; but 
we believe that next year, with the immediate demands of the schools 
taken care of and probably somewhat lower building costs, the provision 
of adequate library facilities should be delayed no longer. 

In spite of difficulties, however, the library continues to grow in 
usefulness and service to the townspeople, the past year showing four 
per cent increase in books taken for home use and a much larger 
increase in reference and consultation work. This growth has been 
largely due to the enthusiastic and faithful service of the library staff. 
We commend the reports of the Librarians to the attention of the 
people of Natick.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


The annual report for 1925 is herewith presented and shows a 
marked increase in work accomplished over the preceding year. 

In spite of the many obstacles encountered, the total circulation 
has been 75,033 volumes, a gain of 536 in the Young People’s Library 
and 2,305 in the main library. 

Since the adoption of the one-card system for borrowers with its 
additional privileges, there has been an increase in the percentage of 
fiction delivered, but many volumes in this class are used in connection 
with school work and study clubs as well as for recreation. 

Even Edison is said by his biographer, Francis A. Jones, to have 
solved a very difficult problem after having spent the night reading 
the “Count of Monte Cristo”, when previous work on that problem had 
failed; so fiction in this case would appear to have some reason for 
being. 

The use of the reference room by the pupils of the seventh and 
eighth grades and the High School this year has been unparalled, and 
has amounted to much more accordingly than the increased circulation. 

By request, in November the librarian gave the senior class, 108 
in number, instruction in the principles of classification, the use of the 
card catalog, how to look up subjects in the periodical inde, and the 
characteristics of the most important books of reference. 

These lessons have proved worth while, for the scholars are much 
better fitted to carry on their work and in addition to this they are 
all, beginning with the seventh grade, required to look up in the card 
catalog the numbers of the books desired and present them at the desk, 
se this is the only way that they can be taught to depend upon them- 
selves. 

Among the books added to the reference department has been a set 
of great value, given by a friend of the library. It is the last revised 
edition of the Americana Encyclopedia, in thirty volumes, and contains 
the latest information on mechanical, scientific and technical subjects, 
supplementing the other encyclopedias and giving just the material 
needed. 

One important feature of the work here is the foreign language 
division, comprising collections of books in the Syrian, Greek and 
French languages, sent out by the Massachusetts Library Commission. 
They can be circulated or used here, and the demand for them is 
surprising. We have had three sets of Italian books and there is stil! 
a cry for more. All of these books are read principally by the adults 
who cannot read English well or at all. 

Many books of value have been added to the circulating depart- 
ment, and there has never been a greater call for books of a high order 
or for those used by teachers and students generally in special courses. 

This fall all teachers and clergymen were given a set of book lists 
covering all additions back to 1919, and all later lists will be distributed 
the same way as they are published, for this method seems to have met 
with general approval. 

Lack of room still increases the difficulties of giving the public the 
service which it should have, and while the library still furnishes prac- 
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tically all the reference material for the schools, the working conditions 
are no different from what they have been. 

It would be interesting to know how long a private institution 
would be allowed to occupy a building so inadequate to the needs oi 
the work, and continue to store a growing number of books in good 
condition in a basement where they are saturated with coal dust and 
dampness until their bindings are ruined. 

We have been fortunate in having, through the generosity of a 
friend, Miss Frances S. Wiggin as cataloger part of the year. She 
has been re-organizer for the Massachusetts Library Commission 
since 1914 and we made application for her services several years ago, 
but her engagements have been so many that she has not been able to 
come until now. 

In the spring, through the assistance of the Natick Woman’s Club, 
the Catholic Woman’s Club and many individuals, the library was 
able to send five hundred volumes and nearly two hundred copies of the 
National Geographic Magazine to the Boston Public Library to be Gis- 
tributed among the sailors of the American Merchant Marine. It was 
a great pleasure to do this work for the books were so much needed 

November third the Neighborhood Library Group met in the West 
Vestry of the Congregational Church, and a large audience listened to 
an exceptionally fine program under the direction of Miss Lydia W. 
Masters, librarian of the Watertown Public Library. 

The meeting was opened by Judge Henry C. Mulligan, President 
of the Institute, who welcomed the guests in behalf of the Library. 

Miss E. Louise Jones, Field Secretary of the Massachusetts Library 
Commission, gave an interesting account of “Libraries, yesterday, to- 
day and to-morrow” in Massachusetts, showing the long and honorable 
service which even the small libraries have contributed toward the 
growth of education and culture. As her position brings her in contact 
with all the libraries of the state no one is better fitted to give trust- 
worthy facts. 

Mr. Frank W. Wright of the State Board of Education delivered 
the main address on “What a library should mean to the community”, 
and he presented the three viewpoints of the library, the school, and 
the public. 

He brought out the close connection between libraries and schools, 
showing that both librarians and teachers are co-workers in the vast 
undertaking of educating all of the people. 

Schools are now extending their services to adults as never before, 
and even the teachers, at the rate of one in every five in the state, are 
doing advanced work through the University Extension courses. 

Night schools, continuation schools and numerous other agencies 
are carrying on this adult education and the libraries, in supplying 
expert knowledge and collections of books to supplement the work, 
make it possible for this work to be done. 


Since the schools demand and get one third of the income of the 
state for their use, Mr. Wright thinks that libraries are entitled to a 
larger portion of the public funds and are much too modest in their 
requests. Therefore, as so necessary a branch of the public service 
cannot be ignored by any patriotic citizen, he considered that everyone 
should learn to know better the resources of the library, use them more 
liberally, and provide for them more generously. 


The last speaker was Mr. Leslie T. Little, Librarian of the Wai- 
tham Public Library, on “What’s what among the fall books.” He 
gave much information about the principles of book selection and out- 
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lined the best volumes of fiction and non-fiction, which was no small 
task and of great assistance to those who heard him. 

After the meeting, which all the Trustees and their wives attended, 
through their kindness a lunch was served to fifty-eight members. 

There has been so little patronage of the reading room Sunday 
afternoons, that it has been considered unnecessary this winter to keep 
it open at that time. Week days it has a full complement of readers, 
but until there is more supervision conditions will never be satisfactory. 
Also the lack of oversight here reacts on the order of the children’s 
room. 

The Young People’s Library under the efficient management of 
Miss Hazel Randall has greatly enlarged its service and more assistance 
afternoons and evenings is needed, for the attendance is such that it 1s 
impossible to receive and deliver books at the desk and maintain order 
and help the children in the other room. . 

Her report follows: 


Report of the Young People’s Librarian 


The work of the Young People’s Department has increased in the 
past year so that it has been necessary to have more assistance. Miss 
Doris Coburn has been helping several afternoons a week since the 
beginning of the fall tem. 

There have been 230 new registrations in the department since 
January 1, 1925. The circulation has increased to 20,091 for the year, 
a daily average of 84 during the school year, and 42 through the 
summer. 

We have been sending books for distribution to the Wellesley Park 
and West Natick schools every four weeks, and will be glad to supply 
any other schools in the out-lying districts that care to borrow some. 

During the summer, we ran a book-car for the children, to Wel- 
lesley Park once a week. We are greatly indebted to Miss Margaret 
Mahard and Miss Phyllis Farwell, who gave their services and the use 
of their cars for the work. 

The story-hour has been conducted by Miss Amy W. Sylvester 
Friday evenings, as in past years, with the average of 52 listeners, an 
increase that shows a growing appreciation of her efforts. 

We celebrated Children’s Book Week, Nov. 8 to 14, with our an- 
nual exhibit of books added to the department during the year. We 
owe a great deal to the kind efforts of the Literature Committee of 
the Natick Woman’s Club, particularly the chairman, Mrs. Willard 
Bowen, for giving so much time and assistance to make the exhibit a 
success. 

We are having reading clubs for boys and girls from 8 to 11 years 
of age. The boy’s club meets Saturday mornings at 10.00, and the 
girls’ club Friday afternoons at 4.00. We are reading from the State 
Department of Education Lists for the fourth and fifth grades. 

Altogether, we have had an active and interesting year in the de- 
partment, and from the increased registrations and circulation of the 
last two months of this year, 1926 promises to be still busier.

In addition to all of the assistance rendered by Mrs. Willard Bowen 
and her committee for the success of the Children’s Book Week, we 
are also indebted to Mr. Fred L. Harris of the Natick Theatre for 
running a slide the entire week for publicity purposes, and to Fair- 
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banks & Son and Mr. John S. M. Glidden for their window display of 
juvenile books during that time. 

Among the gifts has been a large framed steel engraving repre- 
senting the travels of Christian from his home to the Celestial City, as 
described in the “Pilgrim’s Progress.” The book is such a favorite 
with young and old alike that when there is a place to hang the pic- 
ture where it can be seen many will trace Christian’s path as they read. 
This picture was given by Mrs. David Ahern, 36 West Central Street 
and it is a coincidence that it was designed by Rev. Daniel Wight, the 
first Natick librarian. 

His daughter, Miss Lucy Ellen Wight, has also given two volumes 
in manuscript of Meteorological observations made by her father and 
herself. One set taken in Natick and Ashburnham, 1864-1900, and the 
other in Natick, 1895-1900. It was his wish that they be given to the 
library, for he thought that for purposes of comparison they would 
be very valuable years from now. 

One of our Wellesley Park residents, writing under the pen name 
of Wynn Urquhart, gave us a book of nature poems entitled “Glimpses, 
a book of the open window” which has the real woodland fragrance. 

The History of the Norwich University, 1819-1911, in three vol- 
umes, of special interest to the many here who have been connected 
with it, and the Cyclopedia of Civil Engineering in eight volumes, con- 
taining the fundamental principles and their applications, have been 
presented by Mr. Sydney W. Bampton and are most acceptable. 

Other books have been given by Mr. John H. Clark, Mrs. Thomas 
E. Coolidge, Arthur E. Felch, Raymond D. Foley, Fred A. Frye, 
Joseph Mahard and George W. Saunders. 

Many periodicals have been donated, books and pamphlets hav+ 
been received from National and State officials and Walnut Hill 
School; publishers of the Natick papers have each given a copy for 
the reading room, and have also printed all notices sent them. 

The Boston Public Library has through the Inter-Library-Loan 
sent us more than in any previous year, and we are greatly indebted to 
them for the privilege. 

There have been a few changes in the library staff, for Miss Sarah 
D. Shattuck, who has been a substitute for two years, left town per- 
manently, and Miss Margaret Mahard, second substitute, entered a 
different line of work, architectural drawing. 

Mrs. Ada C. Adams, a trained assistant, was appointed to fill Miss 
Shattuck’s place on full time, and Miss Elizabeth Rice, a college 
graduate, has taken Miss Mahard’s position, and each one is giving 
very satisfactory service. 

In the summer Miss Hattie M. Smith attended the special catalog- 
ing course at Simmons College for instruction in that branch of library 
work, and laid a good foundation for future advancement. 

During the vacation season Miss Marjorie French, who had been 
with us the summer before and had had previous experience in the 
Smith College library, was with us to do special work. 

It is only by united work that we have been able to accomplish what 
we have; the. staff and janitor have cheerfully done their part, and 
together we thank the public and the trustees for their co-operation 
and assistance.
